Reader Offers Suggestions » 
for Professional Membership 

I would like to add my two cents’ 
worth regarding ANA professional 
membership. I am most in favor of this 
class of membership if basic and strict 
guidelines could be agreed upon. One 
of the items I feel should be included 
in these guidelines is not whether a 
dealer has received a few complaints 
about his service, but rather the num- 
ber of times he has been called upon 
to replace an item or refund a pur- 
chaser’s money. 

For example, I know of some dealers 
who [abuse the grading system] and 
send out an overgraded coin several 


times [to different clients] until it 
“sticks” with someone who does not 
know the difference. These same deal- 
ers refund your money quickly with 
the statement “we’re sorry the coin did 
not meet your expeaations.” This type 
of dealer should not be accepted for 
professional membership. 

Granted, it would be almost impos- 
sible to obtain information about such 
transactions unless some type of re- 
porting system was initiated. Perhaps 
the names of dealers requesting profes- 
sional membership could be run in The 
Numismatist, and members could be 
asked to give their views. This practice 
would be time-consuming for office 
personnel, but it could make the “pro- 
fessional” member better accepted by 
the general membership.

Standard References 
Make No Mention of **Urdu’* 

Regarding the article by William M. 
David Jr. in the March 1988 issue, en- 
titled “Europe in India: The Numis- 
matic Evidence,’’ I take exception to 
Dr. David’s use of the word “Urdu’’ 
to denote Persian inscriptions. I served 
for two years as a Peace Corps volun- 
teer in Iran (1970-72) and traveled 
overland to Afghanistan in 1971-72 
from Iran. 

Persian was the court language of the 


Mughal Empire and was used prior to 
the 1739 invasion of India by Nadir 
Shah of Iran. The Standard Catalog of 
World Coins by Chester Krause and 
Clifford Mishler refers to only Per- 
sian inscriptions on Indian coins. Like- 
wise, Mitchiner’s World of Islam, Ori- 
ental Coins makes no use of the word 
“Urdu.’’ The 19th-century word for 
“Urdu’’ was “Hindustani.’’ Urdu may 
have referred to the Army camp mint.

History of Western and Eastern 
Roman Empires Holds Significance 

In the January 1988 issue of The Nu- 
mismatist I found a wonderful write- 
up by Henry T. Hettger entitled “The 
Last Emperor of the Western Roman 
Empire.’’ I do love this history, as 
my people come from this area. The 


story of our ancestry was [passed along] 
from father to son. 

Below I have filled in some more 
history of these emperors. 

Emperors in the West 

Valentinian III (A.D. 425-55): Son 
of Constantins III, Valentinian III was 
brought to the court of Theodosius II 
upon his father’s death. Theodosius 
named him emperor in 425. Valentin- 
ian was murdered in 45 5 by Petronius 
Maximus, whose wife he had violated. 
Petronius Maximus (A.D. 455): Fol- 
lowing the assassination of Valentinian 
III in 455, Petronius Maximus forced 
Eudoxia, Valentinian’s wife, to marry 
him. He was slain by officers of the late 
Valentinian that same year. 

Avitus (A.D. 455-56): A general un- 
der Petronius Maximus, Avitus was 
named to the throne in 455 but was

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deposed 14 months later by Ricimer, 
commander of the fleet. Ricimer was 
a barbarian by birth and, as such, could 
not become emperor. 

Majorian (A.D. 457-61): Julius Va- 
lerius Majorianus was raised to the 
empire by Ricimer in 457. Majorian 
proved more powerful than expected, 
and Ricimer forced him to abdicate and 
ordered his death in 461. 

Severus III (A.D. 461-65): After the 
assassination of Majorian, Ricimer put 
Libius Severus on the throne. Severus 
supposedly died a natural death in 465, 
though some suspect he was poisoned 
by Ricimer. 

Anthemius (A.D. 467-72): A Roman 
general, Anthemius was proclaimed 
emperor in 467 and later gave the hand 
of his daughter in marriage to Ricimer. 
Anthemius was killed in an assault on 
Rome led by Ricimer. 


Olybrius (A.D. 472): Olybrius was 
made emperor by Ricimer in 472 but 
died three months later. 

Glycerius (A.D. 473-74): Named 
emperor in 473, Glycerius was de- 
throned by Julius Nepos in 474. 
JuHus Nepos (A.D. 474-75, 476-80): 
Julius Nepos was made emperor by 
Leo 1 but was deposed by Orestes and 
fled to Dalmatia, where he was killed 
in 480. 

Romulus Augustulus (A.D. 475-76): 
The son of Orestes, Romulus Augus- 
tulus was proclaimed emperor by his 
father. After Orestes was defeated by 
Odoacer and put to death in 476, 
Romulus Augustulus was deprived of 
the sovereignty. 

Emperors in the East 

Theodosius II (A.D. 408-50): Flavius 
Theodosius was a child when named 


emperor in 408; his sister Pulcheria 
became his guardian in 414. In 42 3 
Theodosius II made peace with the 
Persians; in 447, peace with Attila the 
Hun. He died, supposedly, in a hunt- 
ing accident in 450. 

Marcian (A.D. 450-57): Flavius Va- 
lerius Marcianus was captain of the 
guards when Pulcheria, sister of Theo- 
dosius, gave him her hand in marriage. 

Leo I (A.D. 457-74): Flavius Leo 
chose his grandson, Leo II, to suc- 
ceed him. 

Leo II (A.D. 474): Ascending the 
throne after his grandfather, Leo II ap- 
parently died very young. 

Zeno (A.D. 474-91): Tracalisseus 
Zeno was proclaimed emperor when 
he married Ariadne, daughter of Leo 
1. He was challenged by Verina, who 
claimed her brother Basilicus to be

JAMAICA: 

Marcus Garvey Honored 
on Proof Issue 

The centennial of the birth of Marcus 
Garvey is the subject of commemo- 
rative gold and sterling coins released 
by the Bank of Jamaica. Born in St. 
Ann’s Bay, Jamaica, on August 17, 
1887, Garvey served as an apprentice 
printer, then helped form the island’s 
first trade union. Developing a keen 
interest in Africa and black history, in 
1 9 1 4 he founded the Universal Negro 
Improvement Association to encourage 
black people to become more aware 
of their history and heritage. Branches 
of the Association were established 
throughout the United States, Central 
and South America. 

The Jamaica proof issue comprises a 
gold $ 100 and a sterling $ 10, measur- 


ing 26mm and 38.6mm and weighing 
11.3g and 22.5g, respectively. Each 
carries Garvey’s portrait on the reverse 
and the Jamaica coat-of-arms and the 
denomination on the obverse.

Cronbach has taught at the Skow- 
hegan School of Painting and Sculpture 
since 1959.

Traveling Exhibit Highlights 
FIDEM *87 Medals 

Medal enthusiasts will have an oppor- 
tunity to view selected pieces from the 
ANA-sponsored FIDEM ’87 exhibi- 
tion as it travels to sites across the 
United States in 1988 and early 1989. 
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A 75mm copper medal, created by 
French medalist Claude Gondard, cap- 
tures the spirit of the legendary Orient 
Express. Gondard’s piece is just one of 
many featured in the traveling FIDEM 
*87 exhibit. 

The exhibition, which was the para- 
mount attraaion of the 50th anniver- 
sary meeting of FIDEM (Federation In- 
ternationale de la Medaille), was on 


display at the ANA Museum from 
September through December 1987. 

FIDEM is an international organiza- 
tion of medalists, mints and museums 
founded in 1937 in Paris to advance 
medallic art by encouraging artistic ex- 
perimentation and innovation in medal 
designs. Though focused primarily in 
Europe, FIDEM includes members 
from more than 30 countries. Nearly 
350 people from around the world at- 
tended the Congress and Exposition in 
Colorado Springs in September 1987, 
which featured approximately 1,500 
contemporary medals from more than 
700 anists. 

The traveling exhibition, entitled 
“Selections from FIDEM ’87,” show- 
cases 205 medals from 2 1 countries. 
The pieces comprising the traveling 
exhibition were chosen by delegates 
from each nation represented. Nearly 


all the countries participating in the 
50th Anniversary Exhibition in Colo- 
rado Springs are represented in the 
traveling exhibit, including Australia, 
Austria, Belgium, Canada, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Denmark, Finland, France, 
Great Britain, Greece, Flungary, Japan, 
Luxembourg, the Netherlands, Poland, 
Portugal, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, 
West Germany and the United States. 
Only the German Democratic Re- 
public, Italy and Norway chose not 
to include pieces in the traveling por- 
tion of the exhibit. 

Tentatively, the traveling exhibition 
will appear at the Judah L. Magnes 
Memorial Museum in Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia, through June 21, 1988; the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washing- 
ton, D.C., August-September 1988;

To maintain a panel of highly trained, 
qualified judges for competitive nu- 
mismatic exhibits at ANA anniversary 
conventions, the ANA sponsors the 
Judges’ Familiarization and Certifica- 
tion Program, which certifies those 
who satisfaaorily complete the train- 
ing session. 

This year’s two-part training pro- 


gram will be offered in conjunction 
with the ana’s 97th Anniversary 
Convention in Cincinnati, Ohio, July 
20-24, 1988, under the supervision 
of Chief Judge Robert F. Kriz. The 
first portion, scheduled for 9 a.m. on 
Thursday, July 2 1 , and again at 4 p.m. 
on Saturday, July 23, consists of a 
survey and discussion of ANA judging 
procedures, together with practical ex- 
ercises in judging exhibits in the cate- 
gory of each participant’s choice. The 
second portion, the “Exhibiting and 
Judging Seminar,’’ is set for 9 a.m. on 
Sunday, July 24, and features an open 
forum for the exchange of comments 
and suggestions by judges and ex- 
hibitors alike. 

Exhibits at ANA annual conventions 
are divided into three groups: com- 
petitive (limited to ANA members 
who are at least 1 8 years of age); junior

Nursing Home and 
Home Health Care 
Insurance Available 

At a meeting held during the mid- 
winter convention in Little Rock in 
March the ANA Board of Governors 
approved an insurance plan presented 
by Albert H. Wohlers & Company of 
Park Ridge, Illinois, that provides cov- 


erage for nursing home expenses and 
extended health care. Called “55-i- 
Long-Term Care,” the plan is available 
to ANA members and spouses, and 
their parents under age 79. 

The new insurance program helps to 
cover the expenses of skilled, interme- 
diate and custodial care, as well as at- 
home health care, regardless of any 
other insurance benefits received. The 
plan may be tailored to suit individual 
members’ needs and budgets; members 
may choose a daily benefit amount, 
waiting period and benefit period. 

An insured person can select cover- 
age that wiU pay a daily cash benefit 
of $40, $60 or $80 for each day of 
nursing home confinement. Waiting 
periods of 20 or 100 days— the num- 
ber of days the insured must be con- 
tinuously confined prior to being eligi- 
ble for benefits— are available. Benefits 
can cover a period of 1, 2 or 4 years. 


Benefits are not payable for stays or 
visits resulting from a condition that 
required medical care or treatment 
within 1 80 days prior to the effeaive 
date of the insured person’s coverage. 
This exclusion will not apply if the 
underlying hospital stay starts after 
coverage is in effect for 180 days. 

Premiums are based on each appli- 
cant’s age at entry and do not increase 
with age thereafter. Coverage is renew- 
able as long as the insured person has 
not exhausted his lifetime benefits, 
pays his premium on time, continues 
membership in the ANA, and the mas- 
ter policy remains in force.

Segovia Mint Holds 
Potential for Restoration 

The old, hydraulic-powered mint in 
Segovia, Spain, was one of the world’s 
first mechanized mints (1 586) and un- 
deniably the most important in Spanish 
history. Using cylindrical dies and 
water power, the mint rolled coin im- 
pressions onto metal strips. 

It was the superb quality of these 
coins that helped make Segovia Spain’s 
primary coinage facility for more than 
200 years. The unusual new minting 
technique provided a shon-lived tran- 
sition between hammer-.struck coins 
and the screw press, which was used 
almo.st universally by the end of the 
1 8th century. The superiority of the 
mechanical process over the old ham-

mer-struck method enabled coins of a 
much larger diameter to be produced. 

Yet, despite its pa.st importance, the 
mint complex presently lies utterly 
abandoned and closed to the public. 
In spite of its use as a flour mill dur- 
ing pan of this century, most of the 
mint buildings, though .stripped of 
machinery, remain in relatively good 
and unaltered condition. Granite-lined 
channels still direct water through the 
complex as they did more than 400 
years ago. 

Considering its di.stinguished histo- 
ry and present condition, the old Se- 
govia mint would make an ideal mu.se- 
um. Although the Spanish government 
must at .some point make concrete legal 
moves to open channels for definitive 
action, .some concerned individuals are 
trying to increase public awareness and 
establish avenues for funding of such 
a venture and, to this end, have e.stab- 
lished “Project Segovia ’92.’’ 

At the ANA midwinter convention 
in Little Rock in March, Glenn Mur- 
ray introduced Project Segovia ’92 to 
the public through a presentation be- 


fore the ANA Board of Governors and 
an information booth on the bourse 
floor. A 27-page, illustrated booklet 
fully describing the Segovia mint and 
its potential as a mu.seum, plus a copy 
of an April 1988 newsletter updating 
progress of the re.storation project, can 
be obtained for $2.50, postpaid, from 
Glenn S. Murray, P.O. Box 3 1622, 
San Francisco, CA 94131.

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the likelihood of being victimized, but 
if you are the target of such crime, you 
should be aware that the specialized 
nature of numismatics often poses 
problems for federal, state and local 
law-enforcement agencies. 

Police Chief Douglas Davis of the 
Town of Pantego, Texas, has gained 
valuable insight into such situations. 
In November 1986, after staging a one- 
person crusade to solve the robbery- 
slaying of Pantego coin dealer Robert 
Rosberg, Davis established the Numis- 
matic Crime Information Center in an 
effort to assist law-enforcement agen- 
cies and to educate dealers and col- 
lectors about their roles in the investi- 
gative process. 

Davis urges officers assigned to cases 
involving numismatic items to take it 
upon themselves to learn the basics of 
numismatics or to rely on the expert- 


ise of the victim. The victim, whether 
a collector or a dealer, should be pre- 
pared to offer assistance by supplying 
a detailed inventory of the missing 
property, including information regard- 
ing grade, identifying characteristics, 
personal codes, and how the material 
was housed. This inventory should be 
thoroughly explained to the investi- 
gating officer. Reference material that 
shows examples of the missing prop- 
erty also is useful. 

The key to recovering stolen mate- 
rial is the immediate dissemination of 
information. Theft or burglary victims 
should furnish the names of numis- 
matic publications, organizations and 
dealer teletype systems that can quickly 
spread descriptions of the stolen items 
nationwide. To save valuable time, the 
collector or dealer might offer to con- 
tact some of these channels. 


Davis stresses that cooperation be- 
tween the victim and the law-enforce- 
ment officer will maximize the success 
of the investigation.

Temporary 
Tokens of a 
Boom Town Saloon 

The haunting story of Rawhide, Nevada, comes to 
life through the discovery of a small stash of card- 
board tokens. 


I N THE SUMMER of 1966 two teenage boys prowled through the 
empty, abandoned buildings that were all that remained of the 
booming mining town of Rawhide, Nevada. Set into the side of 
a low hill, just a block from the ramshackle two-cell jail, a stone- 
faced dugout filled with discarded trash and rubbish attracted the 
boys’ attention. Digging deep into the broken bottles, scraps of 1908 
newspapers, and empty dynamite crates, they discovered an intact cigar 
box filled with unused keno tickets and small cardboard tokens. 

The tokens were printed on heavy card stock, resembling blotter pa- 
per, and were clearly marked THE NORTHERN/RAWHIDE NEVADA. 
Searches through obscure histories and yellowed newspapers finally un- 
covered the story behind this famous saloon— even though it was in opera- 
tion for less than one year! 

The tale of the Northern Saloon began on Christmas Day 1906, when 
a solitary prospector named Jim Swanson established the Poor Boy mining 
claim in a desolate region of central Nevada, some 85 air miles south- 
west of Reno. Six weeks later, additional claims were staked on an adjoin- 
ing hill by prospectors Charles and Mason McCloud, Albert Bovard and 
Charles Holman. 

One night, while sitting around their campfire, the men discussed pro- 
spective names for what they felt would soon be a busy mining camp. 
“There is a Buckskin on the map,” stated Holman, “and there has to be 
a Rawhide.” Quickly he wrote “Camp Rawhide” across the front of his 
tent with an indelible pencil and thus named one of the most famous of 
the raucous 20th-century Nevada boom towns. 

Gradually more miners drifted into the area, staking claims and begin- 
ning the first development work. Throughout the summer of 1 907 the

results were desultory at best, although some very promising ore was 
discovered. By September, word of the new camp had spread to the min- 
ing cities of Tonopah and Goldfield, but little notice was paid until the 
financial panic of October 1907 began to be felt. Suddenly mines cut back 
or suspended operations, stock prices tumbled, credit was nonexistent, 
and a general depression settled over Nevada. Men who found them- 
selves out of work in the cities flocked to the smaller, newly discovered 
mining regions. 

Almost overnight Rawhide boomed. A formal town site was laid out in 
November, and within 30 days the population swelled to 3,000 persons. 
“The snowy weather of January, February and March did not deter 
building or stock promoting,” wrote Joe McDonald, one of the first 
Rawhide residents. 

Reminiscent of the great mining rushes of the 1 860s, there were 10,000 
people in town by March. In just three blocks of downtown Main Street 
were fourteen saloons and gambling houses, two banks, two general stores, 
five restaurants, ten brokerage offices, eight rooming houses, and a half 
dozen other businesses.

“The majority of Rawhide’s population had no money,’’ stated McDon- 
ald. “The money came from the East largely and little of it went into the 
ground ... in general the promoters were selling stock and not mining. 
Gambling was the principal industry. Stock gambling by day and roulette, 
craps or faro by night, kept everyone busy, and business ‘hummed.’ 

One of the most prominent of those catering to Rawhide’s gamblers was 
Tex Rickard. Already a wealthy businessman and fight promoter, he had 
participated in mining rushes for more than a decade. Born George Lewis 
Rickard in Missouri in 1871, the boy’s family soon moved to Texas. He 
began working cattle at the age of 1 1 , became marshall of Henrietta, 
Texas, in 1894, and arrived in the Klondike gold region the following 
year, where he soon was known simply as “Tex.’’ 

In 1896 Rickard found a profitable career when he opened a gambling 
house in Dawson, Alaska, then another in Nome three years later. 
Credited with operating the only honest gambling saloon in all of Alaska 
during the gold rush years, he soon amassed wealth and a reputation as 
an honest gambler. 

The names of his popular establishments, both called the “Northern 
Saloon,’’ became something of a talisman for Rickard. Nearly every 
business he ever owned had “Northern’’ in its name. When he finally 
left the North in 1905 for the warmer climate of Nevada, Rickard estab- 
lished another Northern Saloon in Goldfield, at that time the largest city 
in the state. 

Rickard was a superb promoter as well as a saloon proprietor. To help 
put Goldfield on the map, he staged the major Gans/Nelson prizefight on 
September 3, 1906. Gans, a black boxer, defeated the white favorite in 
a surprising 42-round upset. Not only was^this event, and the town of 
Goldfield, given immeasurable press coverage worldwide, but it also pro-

vided Rickard with a future vocation. 

The excitement of a mining rush is a heady experience, and one that 
Rickard obviously enjoyed. As the stampede to Rawhide steadily escalated 
early in 1908, he decided to join in one more flamboyant boom. Once 
he made up his mind to go, he quickly sold the Northern in Goldfield, 
then drove his Thomas Flyer auto the 150 miles to Rawhide, over rough 
and badly rutted roads, in a single day. 

Arriving one evening in February 1908, Rickard lost no time in paying 
$8,000 for a 30-foot-wide lot on the corner of Nevada and Rawhide 
Streets. However, a previous entrepreneur already had erected a tent 
saloon on the outskirts of town, which he had named the Northern. 
Rickard could not imagine owning a gambling saloon in a mining town 
named something other than the Northern, and he was forced to pay the 
saloon’s owner $4,000 for the use of the name. 

Moving with unusual speed, even for a mining camp at the peak of ac- 
tivity, Rickard hired a builder, telegraphed a lumber yard in Reno with 
a huge order, and began construction of his new saloon. The 30 x 100-foot 
frame building was completed in just 10 days, whereupon a rollicking 
grand-opening celebration was held. More than 1 3,000 drinks were served 
over the saloon’s bars that first day, and the gambling tables took in a prof- 
it of some $25,000. 

It was “an orgy that cut a new notch for functions of this kind in south- 
ern Nevada,’’ claimed mine promoter George Graham Rice. “Champagne 
was a common beverage. Day was merged into night, night into day. 
Rouged courtesans of Stingaree Gulch provided a dash of femininity that 
was a prerequisite to the success of the grand bal masque that concluded 
the festivities.’’ 

Stingaree Gulch, located immediately east of the Northern Saloon, was 
a narrow ravine containing the town’s huge red-light district. A ridge sepa- 
rated the gulch from the town proper, which effectively screened the 
quarter-mile long stretch of brothels and cribs from the main street, but 
also meant a block-long detour for patrons passing to or from the area. As 
most of the town’s population was male, there were thousands of men 
walking the route every night. 

Rickard capitalized on this situation by hiring laborers to cut a pass 
through the ridge. Not only did this move provide a welcome shortcut for 
men visiting the gulch, but it just happened to funnel all those men right 
past the doors of the Northern. “Tex’s business doubled,’’ recalled histo- 
rian Harold Weight, “and he was considered a public benefactor to boot.’’

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For several months the Northern was Rawhide’s most popular saloon 
and gambling hall, netting a profit of about $ 1 ,000 a day. Rickard even 
acquired some good mining claims near town, which he quickly amalga- 
mated into the Rawhide Northern Mining Company. 

Working hand in hand with Rice, one of the most notorious stock pro- 
moters of the century, Rickard began to publicize the new town. On a visit 
to Goldfield, he spotted a boarded-up church that had closed after the 
depression of 1907 set in, and quickly hired a sign painter to complete a 
rush job. Nailed to the front of the building, Rickard’s sign read “This 
church closed. God has gone to Rawhide!’’ 

Later, in the style of Mark Twain’s articles from Virginia City four dec- 
ades earlier, Rickard and Rice began fabricating newspaper stories out of 
thin air. Designed to promote the richness of the local ore, one such 
fabrication told of a huge boulder, partly buried in the main street, that 
was a constant inconvenience and caused accidents. Several townsmen 
gathered one day to dynamite the thing into small pieces, but they inad- 
vertently used too much explosive. The resulting blast scattered jagged 
rock fragments like shrapnel. No one was injured, but one chunk smashed 
through the window of one of Rawhide’s banks. The boulder contained 
so much gold, reported the fictitious story, that the bank cashier cheerfully 
fixed the window, then bought the errant rock fragment for $60. 

In perhaps the most famous publicity stunt ever conceived during these 
years, Rickard and his cohorts invited famous British author Elinor Glyn 
to town. Her book. Three Weeks, was then the most talked-about novel 
in the world, and Rickard knew she would provide reams of copy about 
Rawhide if she was exposed to the right atmosphere. 

Lady Glyn arrived, escorted by Sam Newhouse, a noted mining man, 
and Raymond T. Baker, who later would be appointed director of the 
United States Mint. In rapid order she was given a whirlwind tour of the 
town, was presented with a pistol by Nevada Governor Denver Dickerson, 
and witnessed a carefully staged shoot-out, which left one man “dead’’ on 
a poker table. Lady Glyn went away most impressed with Rawhide and 
its residents, but most important were the dozens of newspaper accounts 
nationwide that commented on her visit. 

“Tex Rickard’s name is another synonym for luck,’’ commented the 
Reno Reveille. “Everything he touches turns to gold.’’ Rickard’s luck 
stayed with him throughout his life, but Rawhide’s luck abruptly ran out 
on September 4, 1908. At 9:30 a.m. a gasoline stove was accidentally 
overturned in the Rawhide Drug Company. The resulting fire lasted only

a few hours but consumed the town’s entire business district. 

Rickard, who saw the flames advancing toward the Northern from his 
home on a hill overlooking town, rushed down to salvage what he could. 
Hiring men off the street at $10 an hour, he organized a gang to carry 
cash registers, barrels of whiskey, gaming tables, and as many fixtures 
as possible into his stone storage room set into the hillside behind the 
saloon. When the fire eventually engulfed the Northern, Rickard calmly 
walked to the telegraph office and wired another order for lumber from 
the same Reno firm that had supplied him with building materials just six 
months earlier. 

Before the ashes were cool, relief trains from Goldfield, Tonopah and 
Reno were being organized to aid the stricken town. Some businesses did 
rebuild, and Rawhide struggled to regain its position as a prominent min- 
ing town, but its peak had passed. No amount of publicity could continue 
to promote mines that did not contain much gold ore, and the output 
of Rawhide’s mines was steadily diminishing. By January 1909, only 
2,000 people remained in town, and a year later this number dropped 
to 500. 

The Northern Saloon was rebuilt, but the glamour was gone from 
Rawhide. Never one to look back, Rickard took a terrible financial loss 
and moved on to Ely, Nevada. There he used his partial ownership of the 
Northern Hotel, stock in a local bank, and his knowledge of stock 
manipulations to rebuild his finances. 

Calling upon the lessons learned when staging the 1 906 Gans/Nelson 
fight, Rickard promoted the 1910 Johnson/Jeffries fight in Reno. Its ex-

traordinary success led to his promotion of the Willard/Dempsey fight in 
Toledo in 1918, and to his eventual management of Madison Square 
Garden two years later. Rickard staged several major prizefights over the 
next few years, including the record-breaking 1927 Dempsey/Tunney 
championship in Chicago, which drew a take of more than $2.5 million. 

When Rickard died in 1929, Rawhide was nearly dead, too. With a 
population of only a few dozen, the camp lingered on until the last resi- 
dent, Anna Rechel, finally moved away in 1966. Rechel’s grandson was 
one of the two boys who found the tokens while investigating the tumbled 
remains of Rickard’s stone storage room. 

So fast did Rawhide boom, and so great was the volume of business at 
the Northern, that Rickard had these simple cardboard tokens printed, 
likely by one of the town’s five newspapers. They probably were used at 
the bar only in purchasing or making change for cigars and drinks. Gam- 
blers universally demanded cash, preferably gold or silver coin, and would 
not have accepted these tokens on the gaming tables. 

Cash money was in short supply following the panic of 1 907, prompting 
many Nevada merchants to issue tokens. Good for specified sums or com- 
modities, they usually were made of metal by firms in the East or in Cali- 
fornia. However, cardboard tokens are known from several of the 1 908- 
era Nevada mining towns, such as Fairview and Tonopah, and even the 
prestigious Goldfield Hotel had a 12 !/ 2 -cent cardboard token printed dur- 
ing this time. 
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Today rawhide is no more. Vandals, flash floods and 
the ravages of time have destroyed the town that once 
numbered 10,000 people . . . 


The cigar box contained cardboard tokens in denominations of lIVi, 25 
and 50 cents. Bearing an inscription on one side only, the MVi cents is 
printed on light-purple stock; the 25 cents, light green; and the 50 cents, 
light orange. The number of Northern Saloon tokens originally printed in 
1908 is unknown, but only the 100 or so found in the storeroom are 
thought to exist today. Fewer 12 V 2 -cent tokens were salvaged than the 
other two denominations, with approximately 20 MVi cents and 40 each 
of the 25- and 50-cent tokens. 

Given the recorded history of the Northern Saloon, these tokens could 
only have been made during the six months between March and Septem- 
ber 1908. Perhaps Rickard would have ordered metal tokens at a later 
date, especially for use in the increasingly popular nickel-in-the-slot ma- 
chines, had not the saloon burned in September. No metal tokens are 
known to exist from the Nonhern. 

Today Rawhide is no more. Vandals, flash floods and the ravages of 
time have destroyed the town that once numbered 10,000 people, and 
modern mining operations bar access to much of the surrounding country- 
side. Yet, through the efforts of Tex Rickard and his fellow promoters. 
Rawhide always will be remembered as one of the most colorful, flam- 
boyant and short-lived boom camps of the 20th century. •

The Silver Dollar 
Fiasco of the 1960 s 

Is it possible that one of the trial strikes for the 1964 
Peace dollar is extant? 


A mid rising silver prices, the Lyndon B. Johnson ad- 
ministration decided to resurrect the silver dollar on the 
eve of clad coinage production. This decision was not ex- 
actly a surprise, as the Mint had spent some time working 
out details of silver dollar manufacture in 1963. The John- 
son silver dollar proposal called for the minting of 100,000,000 dollars 
during fiscal year 1965. A congressional committee turned down this sug- 
gestion, but the plan was kept alive by the Olsen Amendment. 

Backers of the Olsen Amendment claimed that the large and heavy silver 
dollars would last longer than paper money. Senator Mike Mansfield of 
Montana believed that minting dollars would be “wise” for his home state 
because silver dollars were traditional in the West. Also, western states 
with silver mines were in a position to gain from production of these coins. 

The House of Representatives rejected the Olsen Amendment on March 
24, 1964, but the Senate then reversed the House decision by approving 
funds for the production of 45,000,000 dollar coins. Reasons cited for this 
reversal included the long life of a coin and the possibility that silver dollars 
would be needed to redeem silver certificates. 

On August 3, 1964, President Johnson signed the bill allowing the 
dollars to be made. A few days later Eva Adams, director of the U.S. Mint, 
announced that the Peace design, last used in 193 5, would be employed 
on the new silver dollars. (Ironically, the designer of the Peace dollar, An- 
thony De Francisci, died later in 1964.) No proofs were to be struck, and 
The Numismatist reported in April 1964 that the dollars would not be in- 
cluded in government-issued sets. The dollars would, indeed, be distrib- 
uted only from Federal Reserve Banks in the West, meaning that collectors 
in the East either would have to pay a premium to obtain one, go west, 
or wait for a few of the coins to stray east. 

The imminent coinage of new silver dollars was not exactly greeted with 
open arms. Collectors and dealers in metals, even a few congressmen, 
asserted that minting dollar coins would be illogical at that time because

the Mint was unable to keep up with demands for existing coinage. Tom 
Wass, president of International Numismatics Corporation, claimed the 
idea was “ridiculous.” Benjamin Stack of Stack’s in New York said he was 
“absolutely stunned. . . it will be a mess.” Stack’s sentiments were echoed 
by New Jersey Representative William B. Widnall, who called the plan 
a “fiasco.” 

Immediately after the bill was signed, there was a delay in striking the 
silver dollars, as a result of pending legislation. This bill asked that the 
1964 date be frozen on coinage during the mounting coin shortage, pre- 
sumably making the coins less attractive to collectors and hoarders. The 
legislation was passed on September 3, and coinage of 1964 Peace dollars 
was ready to begin. 

Accordingly, on May 15, 1965, President Johnson officially announced 
that produaion of the silver dollars could commence. Mint records show 
that 3 16,076 silver dollars (including die-adjustment pieces) with the Peace 
design were struck, bearing the date 1 964 and the Denver mintmark. Mint 
Director Adams claimed that this production was “experimental— 
every bit of it.” This was more or less a tryout for the new coins; if for 
some reason the results were not satisfactory, the entire lot would have 
been melted and the Mint would start over. 

The order to strike the coins was rescinded only 1 0 days later, on May 
25. The reason for the reversal was the growing criticism by members of 
Congress. After learning that members of the numismatic community 
already were speculating in these coins, even Senator Mansfield and his 
group requested that minting be stopped. Mansfield stated that Treasury

officials showed him and three colleagues an advertisement offering the 
coins for $7.50 each. Mansfield reiterated that he was interested in having 
silver dollars circulate in his home state and other western states, but was 
not interested in making speculators rich. Others claimed that if the new 
silver dollars should reach the general public, they undoubtedly would be 
hoarded, as were the Kennedy half dollars. 

The Mint reported that all of the 1964 dollars were melted and the dies 
were destroyed. Prior to their destruction, the dollars were put through 
a special security accountability. Mint Director Adams said that every pos- 
sible care was taken to be sure that none of these 
coins would be stolen; only two coins were held 
back for study by the Secret Service in the event any 
silver dollars should turn up. 

Skeptical numismatists have guessed that at least 
seven 1964 dollars escaped melting. One rumor has 
it that melting procedures were followed as or- 
dered, but at the last minute other silver dollars that 
weighed the same amount were substituted for 1 964- 
dated dollars, and the latter coins were surrepti- 
tiously removed. Supposedly, at one time the where- 
abouts of two specimens were investigated by the 
Secret Service, but nothing was found. Another ru- 
mor suggests that some of the dollars were held in 
the estate of President Johnson. 

As recounted in Q. David Bowers’ Adventures with 
Rare Coins, Denver coin dealer Dan Brown claimed 
talking with Fern Miller when she was Superintend- 
ent of the Mint in Denver (1961-67), and she said 
that Mint employees were allowed to purchase two 
of the new coins as they were minted, as was the 
custom. She stated that quite a number of employees 
took advantage of this offer. Later, word came from 
Washington, D.C., that no more dollars were to be 
struck and any given out should be returned. Miller 
thought that everyone who had purchased the dol- 
lars turned them in, but as no record was kept, there 
is no way of knowing for sure. Brown did not think 
the Mint would confiscate any of the coins if they 
did turn up, although that point is arguable. 


A full-page ad offering $3,000 
for a 1964 Peace dollar, 
published in the April 1973 
issue of The Numismatist, 
resurrected speculation as to 
whether one of the pieces was 
indeed extant.

After a full-page advertisement appeared in the April 1973 issue of The 
Numismatist offering $3,000 for a 1964 silver dollar, interest in the coin 
was renewed. The Bureau of the Mint received inquiries regarding the 
legal status of the coin. A June 20, 1973, Coin World article claimed that 
these coins were, indeed, subject to confiscation, according to Treasury 
Counsel Hugo Ranta. Ranta’s statement refuted the suggestion that the 
statute of limitations would apply in this case and reiterated that any 
pieces found would become the property of the United States, since 
they never attained the status of “finished coins” and were considered 
trial pieces. 

In a 1975 interview published in Coin World, Eva Adams asserted that 
the Lyndon B. Johnson family had not been presented with any of the 
coins, as it could not have been done without her knowledge. Coin World 
reported that a numismatist “with a high degree of technological knowl- 
edge” stated that he had seen a 1964 dollar and had examined it under 
magnification. Florida dealer J.H. Cline, in his book Standing Liberty 
Quarters, mentioned that he once was offered a 1964 dollar “to the tune 
of $15,000.” 

The latest edition of J. Hewitt Judd’s United States Pattern, Experimental 
and Trial Pieces refers to the 1964 dollar, stating that evidence indicates 
“at least one specimen of the 1964 Peace Dollar is in private hands.” An 
artist’s representation of a 1964 Peace dollar is included, though one 
leading numismatist claims that the representation “looks more like a re- 
touched photograph.” 

Alan Herbert, in his “Coin Clinic” column in the September 2, 1986, 
issue of Numismatic News, theorized that one or more of these 1 964 dollars 
would surface outside the Treasury Department’s geographic jurisdiction. 
He also commented that it is a shame that none of the coins was preserved 
for display at the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D.C. 

If any 1964 silver dollars ever turn up, they could be placed in the same 
class as such famous rarities as the 1913 Liberty Head nickel and the 1 804 
dollar— American coins that have a status similar to this coin. Their ori- 
gins are shrouded in mystery, but their ability to fascinate collectors re- 
mains strong. •

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Rebuilding a 
Coin Club 

Drawing on personal experience and conversations with 
fellow collectors, an active club member offers some 
ideas for revitalizing a sluggish coin club. 


A NUMBER OF local coin clubs seem to be treading water — 
existing, but not growing. Indeed, for some clubs, mem- 
bership is declining. The common symptoms are low at- 
tendance, apathy, poor communication and leadership, 
and a lack of interesting programs and projects. What can 
be done to rejuvenate a stagnating club? I cenainly don’t have all the 
answers, but I can relate some efforts that have worked for other clubs. 

I guess the first question a collector might ask is “Why do I need a club 
in the first place?’’ The answer might just be another question, “What is 
the alternative?’’ Although some hobbyists are satisfied with their solo ac- 
tivity, many feel that the real joy in collecting comes from sharing ex- 
periences and knowledge. So, assuming you feel a club is necessary, how 
can you get a sluggish club moving forward again? 

Think about characteristics of successful clubs. First of all, they have a 
strong nucleus of leaders and supporters to provide direction and maintain 
order. The leader need not be an experienced numismatist, only an ex- 
perienced “people’’ manager. Many clubs mistakenly elect for their presi- 
dent the most learned or most popular numismatist, without looking for 
leadership traits. I encourage clubs to seek out the doers— the members 
who always pitch in, speak their peace, and, more often than not, generate 
support for their ideas. 

Effective clubs also are adequately financed, for without monetary sup- 
port, projects cannot proceed from the planning stage to the action stage. 
What constitutes adequate funds varies from club to club, but the operat- 
ing budget is usually a function of the club’s size and longevity, as well 
as the desires and lifestyles of its members. 

Growth is another factor apparent in successful clubs. While some or- 
ganizations can get along with only a few stable members, most clubs 
need increasing membership to sustain progress. So, how can clubs at- 
tract members?

Let’s look first at the potential for new members. The vast majority of 
coin collectors are not affiliated with an organized group. Those experi- 
enced collectors who want to join a club already have a good idea of where 
and how to find one; however, collectors who have never belonged to a 
club, plus beginners and youngsters, may not know your club exists. 

One way to identify and lure prospective members is to place a small 
ad in your local newspaper announcing your next meeting and its agenda, 
adding that guests and novice collectors are welcome to attend. You might 
even offer free membership for the balance of the year. Many newspapers 
run meeting announcements in a “WHat’s Happening” column at no cost. 
An inexpensive classified ad, placed in a category such as ‘‘Coins and Jew- 
elry,” may draw some response. While ads in hobby publications are 
relatively expensive, most of these publications offer club news columns 
and calendars in which notices are published free of charge. If you regular- 
ly send them copies of your group’s newsletter and announcements of 
shows, you will find they will publish your club’s news and meeting time, 
date and place. 

Try posting meeting notices or flyers on bulletin boards at local super- 
markets. Enlist the help of local coin dealers. If they belong to your club, 
so much the better. Dealers can pass on information about your club to non- 
member customers in conversation or give out your flyers and newsletters. 
Sponsoring a coin-collecting merit badge clinic in cooperation with your 
local Boy Scout Council and conducting educational programs at schools 
are two ways of generating interest among youngsters. 

There is one other target group that is usually lucrative when searching 
for new members— transients. I don’t mean indigents; I’m referring to col- 
lectors at nearby military bases and colleges, many of whom will be happy 
to find themselves welcome in your group. A notice placed on a bulletin 
board at the local USO or military or college recreation center may attract 
some attention. 

Once you have signed up some new members, you need to keep them 
interested. After all, why would anyone continue to attend meeting after 
meeting if they have no interest in the goings-on.^ The club’s leaders must 
deterrriine what members really want and establish a plan of action that 
will satisfy the long-time, experienced and specialized collector as well as 
the brand-new hobbyist. 

The key here is to find a common ground. A simple member survey 
could provide the answers. Ask questions like ‘‘Why did you join the 
club?” or ‘‘What do you want to get out of club membership?” For the

moment, disregard responses such as “for the camaraderie,’’ for good 
fellowship is only a positive side effect of a successful club. Once the 
reasons that members joined are compiled, find the common denominator, 
then put your program chairman to work. 

Providing educational programs seems to be the primary purpose of 
most clubs. A capable program chairman is essential. Programs should be 
motivating, interesting and diverse, and scheduled well in advance — as 
much as a year ahead in some clubs — so the information can be included 
in the club’s newsletter. 

Members should be the main source of program presenters. While it is 
easier to solicit programs from the more experienced members, it is equally 
important to encourage newer members and beginning collectors to ad- 
dress the group. They can easily discuss their collecting efforts to date; 
their feelings about buying coins from local dealers, by mail or at auction; 
how they keep track of their purchases; or how they store their coins. Any 
one of these topics will likely lead to an open discussion, expanding 
everyone’s knowledge in the process. You might try assigning a novice and 
an experienced member to work together on a project. In some cases this 
strategy has fostered a mentor-protege relationship that extended beyond 
the assigned project. 

The quality of programs often can be improved by critiques of both the 
presenter and the presentation. These critiques offer constructive criticism 
and can be conducted openly as a regular pan of the meeting. If club 
members feel uncomfonable critiquing in open forum, this can be accom- 
plished in private by an appointed committee after the meeting. 

Some clubs sometimes fall back on “canned’’ slide/script presentations 
in lieu of “live” programs. These presentations are not necessarily bad; in 
fact, they generally contain a vast amount of information. But when slides 
are slapped up on a stucco wall in dim light and the speaker reads every 
last word on every page in a monotone, these programs deserve the adjec- 
tives “boring,’’ “uninteresting” and “obsolete.” However, in the hands of 
a skilled narrator who takes time in advance to read and edit the script 
to fit the needs of the membership, and who augments the slides with ac- 
tual coins, anecdotes or other side comments, these programs can comple- 
ment other club activities. Organizations that offer slide presentations (as 
well as videos, in some cases) include the ANA, the Token and Medal 
Society and the Civil War Token Society. 

One of the more interesting sources of program ideas is the local speak- 
er’s bureau. Speakers recommended by our local bureau have included

coin dealers, bank officers, vending-machine operators and representatives 
from check-printing firms, all of whom captured the members’ interest for 
more than the allotted time. Other well-received presentations have been 
provided by dealers in coin supplies; a sister stamp club, which talked 
about philatelic-numismatic combinations; law-enforcement agencies, em- 
phasizing collection security; and a tax authority, who discussed the tax 
ramifications of collecting, dealing and investing in rare coins. Numismatic 
book reviews, question-and-answer periods with numismatic personalities 
and authors, and coin-trivia evenings also have been successful. 

You may have noticed I thus far have omitted mention of the ubiquitous 
auction. I have nothing against auctions, unless they become the sole 
reason for a club’s existence. Auctions, like slide programs, have their place 
and time, but remember that variety and moderation are important to 
keeping satisfied members. 

Projects can strengthen a club but usually require some amount of fund- 
ing. Unfortunately, clubs in the rebuilding stage are normally short of 
funds. The first and most obvious method of raising money is to increase 
member dues, but this certainly will not be enough to back major projects. 
So where can you start? 

How about making fund-raising one of your first projects? 1 he possibili- 
ties for projects are endless, but you might begin with an auction of coins 
donated by members, with all proceeds going to the club treasury. Con- 
sider opening the auction to non-members. If you hold a silent auction in 
conjunction, a local coin dealer might allow you to place a bid-board in 
his shop, permitting his other customers to enter their bids as well. 
Another possibility is to raffle a prize bought with part of the proceeds. 
A word of caution about raffles, however: in some areas of the country 
they are illegal. 

Later, when the club is healthier financially, other projects might include 
conducting a coin show, sponsoring an ANACS seminar on authentication 
and grading, underwriting an ANA summer seminar scholarship, or even 
establishing a college scholarship. One Texas club now is putting money 
into a fund for a new building. Projects that do not cost a great deal of 
money can involve schools, libraries and museums — donating books or 
subscriptions to numismatic periodicals, conducting educational programs 
or setting up National Coin Week displays. If you have talented writers 
in your club, a local newspaper might welcome a weekly or monthly coin 
news column. 

I have ignored one major factor thus far — communication, the glue that

bonds the membership together. A periodic newsletter, bulletin or journal 
is critical to a club’s success. It informs members of numismatic news and 
events and your club’s program schedule, and recaps the activities at 
previous meetings. It is an ideal vehicle for informing and recruiting pro- 
spective members. While the editor need not be a professional writer, he 
or she must communicate effectively; express concern for the membership; 
evidence some creativity; and be dedicated to meeting deadlines under all 
circumstances. Failure to publish a bulletin on a regular schedule will sure- 
ly contribute to a club’s demise. 

Effective communication also includes interface between the club, the 
state organization and the ANA. It is imperative that the local club receive 
timely information from these organizations and pass it along to mem- 
bers, and vice versa. To this end, the ANA is in the process of revitalizing 
its Representative Program. The Club Representative, directly linked to the 
individual collector, plays an important role in this communications net- 
work. Each ANA member club selects a Club Representative who is respon- 
sible for communicating to the ANA District Representative the concerns 
and suggestions brought forward by club members. The District Represent- 
ative, in turn, reports to the Regional Coordinator, passing along informa- 
tion from clubs in his or her district. The 10 Regional Coordinators are 
in direct contact with ANA headquarters. Likewise, news about ANA serv- 
ices and activities is distributed through the same channels, from ANA 
headquarters to Regional Coordinators to club members. 

Finally, a suggestion about innovation and forward thinking. Consider 
an occasional change in routine. One club 1 belonged to held a breakfast 
meeting once a quarter; it proved to be a great success. Or, how about pro- 
moting specialty groups.^ Those members who enjoy collecting tokens, for 
example, could meet once a month on a different night and, as a project, 
pool their knowledge and material to conduct a “token night’’ for the other 
club members. Why not have members’ spouses conduct a meeting? 

What it comes down to is that if a club is to survive, it must offer varie- 
ty, which enhances enjoyment and sharing of the hobby. Isn’t that why 
the club exists in the first place? •

A coin bought here can be sold anywhere, be it England, France, Germany, Switzerland, 
etc., and the grade is not going to change because one country has a specialized grading standard that 
no one else recognizes.

Numismatic Errors 


In the third and final part of this series, the author 
describes how mint machinery can malfunction and 
produce misstruck coins. 


I N THE FIRST article of this series (April 1988) I discussed how 
coinage blanks are made and how malfunctions in this process can 
result in defective planchets of many types. Part 2, featured last 
month, focused on the preparation of coinage dies and how defects 
in their production can yield some popular kinds of error coins. 
In this final installment I will describe error coins that are created in the 
coinage press itself 

The coinage press, as might be expected, is quite a complicated machine. 
It has many moving pans and accepts a constant flow of blanks at one end 
and spews out finished coins at the other. This sequence is a continuous 
operation and requires practically no assistance from Mint technicians, 
that is, as long as the press works correctly! 

However, as with most mechanical devices, sooner or later one of the

components wears out, breaks, jams, or in some way does not function 
as it should. When such malfunctions occur in the coinage press, coins are 
incorrectly produced. If these coins manage to elude the Mint’s counters 
and screening measures, they eventually find their way into the eager 
hands of error coin collectors. 

This all sounds rather easy, but to completely understand how error 
coins are made, you must acquire a basic working knowledge of how a 
coinage press operates. Let’s take a press apart and examine it. 

The coinage press consists of two main sections of interest to the error 
collector: the feeder mechanism and the hammer die. The feeder mech- 
anism brings the incoming blank to the collar while simultaneoasly eject- 
ing the previously struck coin. The hammer, or upper, die is rammed 
downward and strikes the blank against the lower die and surrounding 
collar. The pressure exerted by the hammer die is about 35 tons for 
cents and up to 150 tons or so for larger coins! That is a lot of force, and

(C) Immediately after the strike, 
a number of processes occur in 
rapid succession: the upper die 
moves to its highest position; the 
cam below the lower die rotates so 
that the lower die is raised to the 
level of the collar surface; the lead- 
ing edge of the feeder pushes the 
struck coin off the lower die; and 
the feeder carries another blank to 
the coinage chamber. 

(D) The cam rotates further and 
the lower die retracts to its down 
position. The feeder moves forward 
and the previously struck coin is 
pushed into an ejection chute. At 
the same time, a new blank is 
carried into the coinage chamber. 
The feeder rapidly retracts, and 
the whole system is readied for 
another strike.

the use of such powerful mechanisms can cause problems if they do not 
work correctly. 

Blanks are fed into the presses by one of two methods. “Tote bins’’— 
large, heavy-duty steel receptacles that contain thousands of coin blanks 
—are the mainstay of most mints. At the bottom of the tote bin is a trap- 
door that allows the contents to flow out smoothly. The inside of the bin 
has slanted baffles that act as funnels, assuring a steady flow of blanks 
through the door. 

In practice, the tote bin full of planchets is placed by forklift at the top 
of the press. The planchets flow down into a hopper on the press, supply- 
ing the necessary blanks for striking. An empty tote 
bin is stationed at the rear of the press to receive the 
struck coins. Later, the tote bin filled with coins is 
carried by forklift to the bagging operation. 

At the Philadelphia Mint, a system of automated 
conveyors has streamlined this entire operation. 

Blanks are carried directly from the annexing and 
washing area to hoppers positioned above a long line 
of presses. The blanks are fed into the hoppers, auto- 
matically replenishing supplies when necessary. A 
similar conveyor line carries the finished coins from 
the presses to the bagging operation. The use of such 
conveyors eliminates the need for tote bins and their 
manipulation by forklifts. 

Actual press operation is best illustrated by a series 
of diagrams initially created by Mort and Jayne 
Goodman. (Mort was one of the leading promoters 
of the error hobby in the late 1960s.) Shown on the 
opposite page are cross sections of the “coinage 
chamber in the press, with the upper die, collar and 
lower die poised for striking a planchet (A). 

The second illustration (B) depicts the moment after striking. The lower 
die moves up to push the struck coin out of the collar, and the feeder 
mechanism moves toward the struck coin. In the third diagram (C), the 
feeder, its forward edge shaped to butt up against the struck coin, nudges 
the coin off the lower die. A carrier hole’’ in the feeder mechanism carries 
a new blank to the collar. 

Lastly, the feeder pushes the struck coin into an “ejection chute’’ (D). 
The lower die moves down, allowing the new blank to drop into the col- 



This dual coinage press uses two pairs of dies. The feed- 
ers (indicated by arrow) have begun to move forward 
and will push the struck coins off the lower dies. 
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Pictured is an experimental 
quad press intended for strik- 
ing U.S. quarter dollars. The 
section at the right is equipped 
with two dies, with an iden- 
tical section at the left. The 
upper dies (A) are positioned 
above the collar (B) and lower 
dies (C). The nose of the 
feeder mechanism (D) pushes 
the struck coins toward the 
front, off the lip of the bed- 
plate.

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lar. At this point, the feeder retracts quickly to the left, clearing the area 
so that the upper die can hammer down and strike the next coin. 

A continuous supply of blanks must be delivered to the feeder system 
via conveyor belts or tote bins. If the supply of blanks runs out, safety 
switches supposedly stop the press to prevent the dies from crashing to- 
gether and damaging each other. If the switches fail and the dies collide, 
“clashed” dies, as described last month, will result. 

Once you understand the operation of a coinage press, the rest is simple. 
Modern presses employ combinations and multiples of this basic process; 
if their operation was the same as that described above, they could strike 
only one coin at a time. 

Most presses today are either “duals,” which use two pairs of dies, or 
“quads,” which use four pairs. With each downstroke, duals simulta- 
neously strike two coins, whereas quads produce four coins at a time. 
Naturally, this means that there are two or four sets of feeders, depending 
on the type of press. These sets of mechanisms work in tandem. As the 
presses become more complicated, the chances for malfunctions and 
striking errors — increase. Literally hundreds of striking errors exist, but as 
space IS limited here, I will discuss some of the more popular kinds. 

Off-Center Struck Coins 

Oneofthe most common and well-known error types is the off-center 
struck coin. If the feeder loses control of the blank as it is carried into the 
collar, the blank may land askew, with part of it falling on the collar and 
part inside the collar. If the dies strike a blank positioned in this way, only 
the portion of the blank between the dies will receive the coin design; part

of the blank will remain unstruck. When the feeder carries a new blank 
into the collar, the off-center struck coin may be pushed into the ejection 
chute and carried to the bagging operation (possibly to be sewn into a bag 
and later found by an error collector). 

Double-Struck Coins 

A DOUBLE-STRUCK coin is one that has been struck correctly (or, as 
error collectors say, “on-center”) but fails to eject and remains on the 
“bedplate,” the flat area of the press that is flush with the top of the collar 
assembly. The feeder’s forward-and-back motion jostles the coin partly in- 
to the collar, where it is struck again by the dies, this time off-center. 

Double-struck coins may receive two off-center strikes, resulting in an 
uncommon type of error. Also unusual are coins exhibiting a “flipover” 
double strike. Such specimens are struck normally, on-center, but are not 
ejected properly. 1 he feeder’s movement causes the coin to flip over partly 
inside the collar, where it is struck again off-center. The obverse bears a 
portion of the reverse design and vice versa. 

Triple-Struck Coins 

As ITS NAME implies, a triple-struck coin is struck once but fails to eject 
completely. It is then struck two more times, partially overlapping the 
previous image. Since the coin usually moves between strikes, three dis- 
tinct designs are visible. 

Saddle Strikes 

Often mistaken for a double-struck coin, a saddle strike happens 
when a blank falls between the two collars of a dual press and is struck 
by both pairs of dies. Such an error indeed is struck only once but shows 
two images. 

Saddle strikes are identified by the buckled shape of the unstruck area 
between the two images, caused when the metal is squeezed out between 
the dies. The shape is faintly reminiscent of a Western riding saddle, hence 
the name “saddle” strike. 

Indented Strikes 

An “INDENTED SLR IKE” is an error coin showing an indented area, pro- 
duced when an errant blank is fed into the collar improperly and remains 
loose on the bedplate. If the loose blank is jostled partly on top of a blank 
inside the collar, the two will be struck simultaneously when the hammer 



A perfect example of a dou- 
ble-struck coin, this Lincoln 
cent was struck once correctly 
but was not properly ejected 
and remained on the bedplate 
of the press. The movement 
of the feeders jostled the coin 
partly inside the collar, where 
it received a second, off- 
center strike. 



Though not common, this 
double-struck cent bears two 
off-center strikes.

It was 
then struck a second time, 
again off-center. 
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This creates a “double-denomination” error known as 
a “cent struck on a struck dime.” Some error collectors 
call such specimens “11 -cent pieces”! 



Saddle strikes, such as this 
Jefferson nickel, often are 
mistaken for double-struck 
coins. In this case, the blank 
fell between the two collars 
of a dual coinage press. In 
one downstroke of the dies, 
two images were struck by 
the two sets of dies. Saddle 
strikes are identified by 
the buckled shape of the 
unstruck areas between the 
two images. 
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die comes down, producing two errors. The upper blank becomes an off- 
center struck coin with no design on the reverse, while the coin in the col- 
lar becomes an “indent-strike” error, bearing a full reverse design and a 
partial obverse impression, along with an indented area caused by the up- 
per blank, which was forced into it during striking. 

Double-Denomination Errors 

Another error results when a struck coin remains in the tote bin 
and is carried to a press with blanks intended for another denomination. 
Imagine that a bin of struck dimes is not emptied completely, leaving 
behind one struck dime. The bin is then used to carry cent blanks to a 
coinage press, where the struck dime ultimately is fed into the press and 
overstruck by the cent dies. This creates a “double-denomination” error 
known as a “cent struck on a struck dime.” Some error collectors call such 
specimens “11 -cent pieces”! 

Brockages 

A “BROCKAGE ” ERROR occurs when a struck coin fails to eject correctly 
and lands directly on top of a fresh blank in the collar. When the combina- 
tion is struck, the blank receives a full, reversed impression of the design 
on the previously struck coin. 

Quite often, the previously struck coin adheres to the hammer die, in 



The half dollar at the left exhibits a “flipover” double strike, also an uncom- 
mon type of striking error. The coin was struck on-center but failed to eject 
completely. The movement of the feeders caused the coin to flip over partly 
inside the collar, where the coin was struck again, thus explaining the partial 
image of the reverse on the coin’s obverse. Bearing three off-center strikes, 
the triple-struck half dollar at the right is a true rarity. 
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An interesting error coin occurred when a struck dime was fed into a cent 
press and overstruck by cent dies (left). Some collectors call such specimens 
“ll-cent pieces.’* A ’’partial brockage” like the Lincoln cent error at the right 
is created when a struck coin lands on top of a blank and the two are struck 
together. The design on the struck coin is impressed into the blank. 

effect creating another die face. The adhered coin is known as a “cap” and 
may remain stuck to the hammer die for repeated strikes on succeed- 
ing blanks, thus producing more brockages. Because the cap is a softer 
metal than the dies themselves, it becomes severely misshapen with suc- 
cessive strikes and produces error coins with progressively weakened and 
spread designs. 

Coins with striking errors, particularly off-center strikes, occur in all 
denominations and have been known throughout coinage history. Why 
are they so common.^ In an average year, the Mint produces in the vicinity 
of 12 billion coins. If it maintained a fantastically high degree of quality 
control, the Mint’s “rejection rate” would be well under .01 percent, that 
is, less than V loo of 1 percent of all coins produced would be made incor- 
rectly. (Any manufacturer would love to achieve that level of perfection.) 
If you have a calculator handy, you will find that .01 percent of 12 billion 
coins is 1,200,000 incorrectly made coins, and that happens each year! 

In recent years, the U.S. Mint has installed screening machinery that 
filters out improperly shaped coins, reducing the number of “escapees” 
considerably. Error specialists have noticed a reduction in off-center 
strikes, double strikes and other deformed coins, especially since early 
1987, when additional “riddlers” (devices that screen out abnormal coins) 
were added to the system. Yet, enough error coins seem to be issued (ac- 
cidentally, of course) to satisfy the needs and desires of collectors. •

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How I Won My 
Summer Vacation 

The author reflects on the improbable chain of 
events that brought him to the ANA’s 19 th Annual 
Summer Seminar. 


I BID IN auctions much the same as some people play golf, that is, by T.E. Klunzinger 
for sport. I re-sell a good deal of the material obtained this way ANA 5 7779 
at the auctions held by two coin clubs to which I belong. While 
I am not a dealer, at the same time I cannot resist an apparent 
bargain on what usually is a higher-priced coin. 

The Bid 

It was in this frame of mind that, shortly after Labor Day 1986, I pre- 
pared to send in bids to one of the several English auctions I have come 
to enjoy. One lot description caught my eye: “1873-H Newfoundland 
5 cents, NVF; VERY RARE.” Although I was generally familiar with 
Newfoundland coinage, I had never paid attention to this particular issue. 

Upon checking, I noticed that it was, indeed, very rare (at least it carried 
a very high price in the catalog). I mailed in a low but reasonable bid, just 
in case no one else was interested. 

Evidently no one else was. The coin arrived in my mailbox during the 
last week of September, invoiced for £50 less than the bid limit I had sub- 
mitted. This little rarity obviously was too high-powered for a coin club 
auction, and I had no intention of starting a date and mint collection of 
Newfoundland 5-cent silver coins, even though I had the rarest issue. 

What to do with it.^ 

Sell it, of course. I did not know any collectors of Newfoundland 
coinage, so I decided to take out small display ads in a few coin newspapers 
that included a picture of the coin and some pertinent background infor- 
mation. I first sent the coin to ANACS for authentication, which had the 
fringe benefit of providing a good photograph, and in due course the coin 
came back with its certificate of authenticity. 

In the meantime, I started searching for background information on the 
piece, only to discover that there was none. Listings of the 5-cent series 
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I ALSO FOUND a letter . . . recently published in The 
Canadian Numismatic Journal, that said, “The 1873-H 50 
is quite rare but it seems no one knows why.” 



Finding background informa- 
tion on the 1873-H Newfound- 
land 5 cents was not as easy 
as I originally thought. 


stated merely “1873-H . . . incl. above,” referring to the main mintage 
for 1873. I also found a letter promoting the collecting of Newfoundland 
coinage, recently published in The Canadian Numismatic Journal, that said, 

“The 1873-H 5?^ is quite rare but it seems no one knows why.” Find- 
ing background information was not going to be as easy as I originally 
had thought. 

The Research 

I FELT IT would be most logical to examine the Royal Mint’s records for 
the early 1870s. During that time period the Royal Mint began to produce 
large quantities of coinage for Canada, Newfoundland, and other parts of 
the United Kingdom, in addition to British coinage for shipment to other 
colonies. Accordingly, I called the Royal Mint in Wales and was put 
through to the curator, Graham Dyer. He was most helpful, pointing out 
that all of the Mint’s records from that era are stored at the Public 
Records Office (PRO) in the Kew parish of London, and he gave me 
precise information about where to look for the Newfoundland records. ^ 

Dyer also put me in touch with Dr. Colin Perry, director of the Birming- 
ham Mint, the successor firm to Ralph Heaton & Sons, which struck the 
coin. (At various times the Royal Mint was not physically able to produce 
the volume of coins required by a given deadline. To meet its production ^ 

schedule, the Mint entered into a longstanding relationship with Ralph 
Heaton & Sons around 1870.) Perry later informed me that his company 
had no records of its Newfoundland coinage dating before 1876. 

Armed with this information, I made arrangements to travel to London. 

I arrived in November and spent my first, rainy afternoon there at a Spink ^ 

auction, dozing off as a result of jet lag. The next day I took the District 
Line out to the Kew Gardens stop and walked the short distance to the 
Public Records Office, a fortress-like structure exemplifying the “Labor 
Party Modern” style. (“It’s only 10 years old and it’s already falling 
apart,” remarked the counter clerk.) 

The procedure followed at the PRO is as follows: first get a numbered 
“Reader’s Ticket” and go to the Upstairs Reading Room. Present this 
ticket to an assistant, who assigns you a seat number and gives you a 
beeper. In another room, enter on a computer terminal the class and item 
number for each document you want to use. When the beeper sounds — in 
about 30 minutes — go up to the desk to collect your document. On my 
first day at the PRO I thought the staff was fairly slow because my beeper 
never went off and I had to keep inquiring at the desk to see if the

documents had arrived. When I turned in the beeper at the end of the day, 
the assistant said, “Oh, this one doesn’t work.” 

Looking over 19th-century documents, I quickly realized that, incredi- 
ble as it may seem today, all copies of that era were written by hand. Thus, 
many of the documents on file are, in fact, first drafts that were retained 
after the approved final version was sent. I spent the entire next day look- 
ing through the relevant files, re-checking some that had taken on new 
meaning in the light of others. On my return flight a few days later, I 
reviewed my notes and made a tentative conclusion about how and why 
the 1873-H was issued. But the question of how many had been struck 
was left open. 

The answer to that depended on the price of copper in London at vari- 
ous times during the late- 19th century. I found this data at the Library of 
Michigan by cranking through microfilm copies of The Times of London. 
(This took longer than it should have because I was distracted by news 
stories of the day, which were surprisingly similar to today’s!) 

The Story 

The history of the 1873-H Newfoundland 5 cents finally came to 
light. The Royal Mint’s practice at the time was to ship to Heaton the 
metal and dies (without the final digit of the date and the “H” mintmark, 
both of which the Heaton staff would add). Heaton would strike the re- 
quired number of coins, ship them back to the Mint, and send a bill for 
services rendered. 

In February 1872 Heaton received five sets of dies from the Royal Mint 
from which to strike Newfoundland coins in denominations of 1, 5, 10, 
20 and 50 cents. The order was produced, shipped back to the Royal Mint 
and then on to Newfoundland by mid-April 1872. In July 1872 Heaton 
was given another order for 1872 Newfoundland coins in the same 
denominations—except for the 5 cents. I believe that a 5-cent die was sent 
in error to Heaton along with the July order, and the firm’s staff retained 
this die, thinking it eventually might be used. 

In February 1873 the Mint ordered from Heaton only bronze blanks 
to be used for the Newfoundland cent. It then became clear to Heaton 
that it was not going to be striking any more Newfoundland coinage right 
away. Accordingly, Heaton used the on-hand dies to strike a small run of 
1873 5-cent silver coins and returned these to the Mint along with the 
bronze blanks, requesting the appropriate payment. 

By comparing Heaton’s 1873 payment from the Mint with two later

orders for bronze blanks, I estimate the number of 5-cent pieces struck at 
1,000. Heaton’s pricing policies for coinage in all metals remained consis- 
tent for at least 1 5 years, and based on the percentage markup on the price 
of copper in the two later orders, the 1873 payment was too high. The 
difference, then, was the reimbursement for the 5-cent silver coins, which 
apparently were produced as a goodwill gesture. 

I also noticed that the production figures quoted in catalogs over the 
years for 1873 Newfoundland issues were about 10 percent higher than 
the amount ordered and paid for by the Newfoundland government. 
These figures were taken from a table of “Coins Struck in the Royal 
Mint’’ in the 1873 Mint Report. 

The 1885 Mint Report also included a table of “Coins Struck,’’ but on 
the next page followed a table of “Coins Issued,’’ which listed figures that 
were very round and about 10 percent lower than the former. In 1873 
the Mint Report was only in its fourth year, and it seems that the superin- 
tendent at the time was clearly “showing off’’ his capacity for production. 
Only in later years did he feel confident enough to make a distinction be- 
tween “Coins Struck’’ and “Coins Issued.’’ 

The Exhibit 

While I was conducting my research on the silver 5 cents, the Lansing 
Coin Club (of which I am secretary) was preparing to host the 1987 Spring 
Convention of the Michigan State Numismatic Society in April. At a club 
meeting in late January, a fellow member asked if I was planning to pre- 
pare an exhibit about the 1873-H. Knowing my responsibilities as finance 
chairman and exhibit co-chairman for the show would take a lot of time, 
I replied, “An exhibit? Well, maybe.’’ 

It occurred to me that to mount an exhibit, I probably would need 
copies of some of the relevant documents — and three of my favorite 
English auctions were scheduled in mid-March! By the time I landed back 
in England, I learned that all three auctions would be held on the day 
following my arrival. 

But not to worry— as part of the airline’s winter travel promotion, I was 
accorded a rental car for a week, free. The only problem was, it was a stick 
shift, which I had never driven before, let alone on the left-hand side of 
the road. Of necessity I learned to drive a manual-shift car on the four-lane 
road leading out of Heathrow Airport. The next day I was able, by driving 
fast, to make all three auctions, in Brighton, Bristol and Saint Albans. On 
Thursday I returned to the PRO to obtain copies of the documents, and 
a few days later returned home for further work on the convention in ad- 
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dition to my regular job as a compliance officer. 

About 10 days before the convention I finally got around to working 
on my exhibit. Despite the best of intentions and many late hours of work 
after all else was done, the exhibit still was not completed by the day the 
show opened. That night I again burned the midnight oil, and was able 
to place the exhibit at 10:30 the next morning, 30 minutes before the 
deadline. The first time I saw the exhibit “together” was that morning 
when I laid it out freehand in the case.

The Award 

Because 1 98 7 was Michigan’s sesquicentennial year, the exhibit com- 
mittee had decided to incorporate in the awards some appropriate coins 
from 50-year intervals— 1 7 8 7 , 18 37, 1887 and 
1937. Thus, as exhibit co-chairman I spent the bal- 
ance of Saturday roaming the bourse floor, trying to 
locate the last, needed items, and then, that evening, 
took several hours to place the award coins in their 
plastic holders and affix those to plaques. I also 
bought the final award coin, an 18 37 Feuchtwanger 
cent, in the auction at 1 1 :00 that night. I thought 
very little about the judging. 

Although I was confident that my one-case, one- 
coin exhibit entitled “The Rarest Coin of New- 
foundland — and the Mystery Behind It” would do 
well, the Sunday morning awards breakfast provided 
a delightful menu: my exhibit was named first in 
foreign coins, earning me a choice 1787 English shil- 
ling, and also best of show, for which I was awarded 
an 1887 English gold sovereign. 

Then ANA President Florence Schook, a past 
president of the MSNS, announced that the best- 
of-show award also included, courtesy of the MSNS, an all-expense-paid 
trip to the Summer Seminar at ANA headquarters in Colorado Springs. 


The Seminar 

I WAS ON my way, but to what? At my age, I thought, there is not that 
much left to learn. (Research, yes, but not learn.) Of the courses offered 
at the Seminar, “U.S. Coin Grading” seemed the most useful, so I signed 
up for it. But again, having been a collector since 1955, what could I possi- 
bly learn? 


The next three months passed fairly quickly. 1 arrived in Colorado 
Springs on Sunday, July 12. Colorado was great, if only for the fact that 
it was 30 degrees cooler than our scorching Michigan summer. When in 
Colorado Springs, you are simultaneously in awe of, yet reassured by, the 
looming presence of Pikes Peak. The early morning view is breathtaking. 
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particularly from The Colorado College, site of most Summer Seminar ac- 
tivities. But you get used to it. You also get used to trooping between your 
residence hall and meals at the dining hall. The college food service pro- 
vided consistently interesting menus. 

The instructor for my class was Will Rossman, an ANACS staff mem- 
ber. I later learned that this was his first year as a Seminar instructor; there 
was no way to tell that from his professional, precise presentation of the 
fine points of grading. He was particularly helpful in drawing attention to 
the distinctions between the mint-state grades of 60, 62, 63, 64 and 65 
by way of the extensive slides shown during the first two days. 

The third and fifth days of Seminar week were taken up with hands-on 
grading of “blind” sets, plus examination of sample grading sets that il- 
lustrated grades of Fine- 12 through MS-65 for popular coin series from the 
mid- 1800s to the present. 

As I stood on the stage of the Iron Springs Chateau during graduation 
ceremonies on Friday evening, I felt that I had, indeed, learned something. 

I now feel confident in making the distinction between the logical numeri- 
cal grades for mint-state U.S. coins, something I had avoided before. 

I certainly would recommend the Seminar experience to any interested 
numismatist. And I heartily thank the MSNS Board of Governors for the 
opportunity to attend, to meet numismatists from around the country, and 
to unexpectedly enrich my knowledge of numismatics. 

Postscript 

I DETAILED MY findings about the 187 3-H Newfoundland five cents in 
a “discovery” article that was published in the April 1987 issue of The 
Canadian Numismatic Journal, official publication of the Canadian Numis- 
matic Association. The CNA convention was held in Calgary the same 
week as the ANA Summer Seminar, so I could not attend in person, but 
a friend took my Newfoundland exhibit to the convention, where it won 
first place in the “Canadian Coins and Currency” category. The following 
month the exhibit took first place in the “Canadian Coins and Currency” 
category at the ANA’s 96th Anniversary Convention in Atlanta. 

I since have prepared a slide program about “The Summer Seminar Ex- 
perience” and have presented it to both the Lansing and Northwest De- 
troit Coin Clubs. The 187 3-H 5 cents still is nestled next to its ANACS 
certificate, and I’m still reading auction catalogs. •

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The Underrated Barber Half Dollar — Part 2 


I N 1901 A new obverse hub was 
created for the Barber half dollar. 
Dies produced from this hub are 
easily distinguished by examining Lib- 
erty’s ear, which has a fuller lobe and 
a clearly defined central rib of cartilage. 
Other differences between Type 1 and 
Type 2 obverses exist, but Liberty’s ear 
is the most useful. 

If the mints had made a clean break 
between use of the old and new dies, 
this change would have been of pass- 
ing interest only. However, because 
dies of both types were employed at 
the New Orleans and San Francisco 
Mints in 1901, collectors find the vari- 
ations significant. Type 1 New Orleans 
halves dated 1 90 1 are about twice as 
scarce as Type 2 coins; for S-mint half 
dollars, the opposite is true, with three 
times as many Type 1 pieces for a giv- 
en number of Type 2 coins. The Phil- 
adelphia Mint seems to have coined 
only proofs from Type 1 dies that 
year, while all business strikes were 
struck from Type 2 dies. 

The Type 1 obverse does not ap- 
pear after 1901, and the remainder of 
the series is free of noticeable vari- 
eties. In fact, it is this remarkable uni- 
formity that makes the Barber half 
dollar series so pleasurable to collect. 
As mentioned last month, no Barber 
rarities are out of reach, and only a 
few specimens can be described as 
costly. However, this is not to say 
that assembling a set of Barber halves 
is unchallenging. 

Traditionally considered the big 
dates of this series— that is, the tough 
ones to track down— are the 1892-0, 
1892-S, 1893-S, 1896-S, 1897-0 and 
1897-S. All of these coins are rela- 
tively scarce in popular grades, but I 
believe a few are overrated. In my ex- 


perience, the 1892-S and 1896-S coins 
are not especially difficult to find, and 
dealers typically seem to have these 



dates in stock. Less often encountered 
are the 1892-0, 1893-S and 1897-S; 
toughest of all is the 1897-0. I have 
found the latter to be the scarcest of 
this group, perhaps the hardest to find 
of the entire series, and its availability 
decreases as its grade improves from 
Good to Extremely Fine. 

In general, the rarity of all S-mint 
Barber halves is slightly exaggerated, 
the possible exceptions being the 
1895-S, 1904-S and 1907-S, all three 
of which are difficult to find in collect- 
ible grades. Among the most common 
S-mint halves are those struck in 1 894, 
1900, 1905, 1909 and 1915. Slightly 
less common are those produced in 
1899, 1908, 191 1, 1912 and 1914. 
Aside from the key dates mentioned 
above, this leaves the 1898-S, 1901-S, 
1902-S, 1903-S, 1906-S, 1910-S and 
191 3-S, all moderately scarce. 

The coins of the New Orleans Mint 
are the real sleepers in this series. Most 
dates are consistently overshadowed 
by the more glamorous S-mint coins. 
The 1892-0 and 1897-0 are con- 
sidered key dates; next in scarcity are 
the 1893-0, 1896-0, 1898-0 and 
1899-0. The remaining O-mint coins 


follow closely behind, with the 
1903-0 being slightly more available. 

No obstacles affect the collecting of 
Barber halves struck at the Denver 
Mint. Although the 191 3-D is a bit 
scarcer than the other dates, D-mint 
halves usually are readily found in 
desirable grades. 

A certain amount of misunderstand- 
ing is evident when collectors seek out 
Philadelphia Mint Barber half dollars. 
Many assume that all P-mint halves are 
common “type” coins; however, this 
is not true, as several dates are quite 
elusive. The 1913, 1914 and 1915 
Barber halves are hard to find because 
of their low mintage. Also scarce in 
desirable condition are the 1892, 1896, 
1905 and 1910. 

The scant supply of 1892 half dollars 
comes as a surprise, as first-year-of- 
issue coins, particularly those minted 
at Philadelphia, usually are saved in 
quantity by collectors and the general 
public alike. Perhaps the financial pan- 
ic of 1893 and the subsequent depres- 
sion returned many of these keepsakes 
to circulation. 

Other dates that do not have low 
mintages yet still arc challenging to 
locate are those of 1893-95 and 1897. 
As with all Barber half dollars, the 
greatest obstacle to building a satisfy- 
ing collection is the difficulty in finding 
coins in original, problem-free condi- 
tion. 1 emphasize the word “original,” 
as Barber coins of all three denomina- 
tions are particularly subject to the 
ravages of the “cleaning machines,” 
those collectors of past years who felt 
that all coins should be shiny, regard- 
less of grade. This attitude was espe- 
cially prevalent during the BU-roll 
mania of the early 1 960s, when many 
attractive coins were scrubbed raw. 
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Although the 19 1 3-D Barber half dollar is a bit scarcer than other Barber halves struck 
by the Denver Mint, D-mint half dollars usually are readily found in desirable grades. 


Well, now that we have an under- 
standing of the Barber half dollar se- 
ries, how much does a set of such coins 
cost? Excluding a few of the previ- 
ously mentioned varieties, the series 
consists of 74 date and mintmark com- 
binations. Since there are no major va- 
rieties, I suggest assembling a set grad- 
ing Fine throughout. Matching the 
grade of each coin is desirable in form- 
ing any collection. Luckily, Barber 
halves usually cooperate by exhibiting 
even wear. 

A complete set in Fine condition is 
valued at S2,528, according to prices 
quoted in the 1988 edition of the Red 
Book. Admittedly, this is more than 
a casual expenditure, and assembling a 
nicely matched set of Barber half dol- 
lars is a challenging task that may take 
several years to accomplish. If desired, 
the cost can be reduced slightly by ac- 


quiring the key dates in Good or Very 
Good condition. Key dates are in de- 
mand in all grades, provided they are 
undamaged and possess eye appeal. I 
do not advocate buying the more com- 
mon dates in grades below Fine, unless 
you anticipate a significant rise in the 
price of silver. 

Displaying a set of Barber half dollars 


poses no problem, as all currently 
manufactured coin albums and rigid 
holders accommodate this series. The 
only difficulty you might encounter in 
completing your set is in controlling 
the urge to spend your entire coin 
budget on the Barber series— collecting 
one denomination inevitably leads to 
collecting them all. •

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Deducting Education Expenses 


C OIN DEALERS AND their em- 
ployees, or other individuals 
who make their primary living 
from a numismatic trade or business, 
may write off their specialized educa- 
tion expenses as a tax deduction. 

You may deduct the cost of courses 
that are job-related, that is, courses that 
maintain or improve your skills in 
your current business or occupation 
and are necessary to retain your job. 
Out-of-classroom education also may 
be included. 

If you travel for the primary purpose 
of receiving tax-deductible education, 
you also may write off your meals 
and lodging. However, don’t try to de- 
duct any expenses for a vacation that 
you squeezed in while attending your 
course. Non-educational side trips are 
not deductible. 

The Tax Reform Act of 1986 places 
new limitations on educational travel. 
Beginning in 1987 , the law disallows 
deductions for travel expenses when 
the travel itself is a form of education. 
However, the law still retains deduc- 
tions for travel that is necessary to 
engage in business-related activities 
while “away from home.’’ 

Suppose that Barton Monk is a coin 
dealer who maintains a large inventory 
of ancient Roman coins. In 1987 he 
goes to Italy to improve his under- 
standing of the Italian language and 
culture. “Good for business,’’ he says. 
“Nondeductible,’’ declares the IRS. 

On the other hand, Gary Grant, 
who is employed at a coin shop, goes 
to Paris to conduct numismatic li- 
brary research that cannot be done 
elsewhere. His travel costs are deducti- 
ble. The same logic would apply if the 
purpose of his trip was to take nu- 
mismatic courses available only at the 


University of Paris. 

No deduction is allowed for educa- 
tion costs if such education qualifies

you for a new trade, business or pro- 
fession, or if it satisfies the minimum 
requirements of your present job or 
profession. The deduaion applies only 
to education that will improve or 
sharpen skills related to your present 
employment or that is required as a 


condition of retaining your job. 

Here’s another new wrinkle in the 
tax law. Travel costs for attending con- 
ventions, seminars or similar meetings 
for investment purposes unrelated to 
carrying on an active trade or business 
are no longer deduaible. For example, 
the Institute of Coin Collectors holds 
a convention at which participants lis- 
ten to investment-related presentations 
by seleaed “experts.” For coin dealers, 
coin shop employees, or other indi- 
viduals “aaively” engaged in the busi- 
ness of numismatics, travel costs in- 
curred to attend the convention are de- 
ductible. The new law disallows all 
travel costs, including attendance fees, 
meals, lodging and local travel while 
attending the convention, for coin col- 
lectors and investors. • 



The cost of job-related courses, that is, courses that maintain or improve your skills 
in your current numismatic business or occupation and are necessary to retain your 
job, are tax-deductible. If travel is necessary to receive your tax-deductible educa- 
tion, you can write off your meals and lodging. 
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Bob Bashlow and the Confederate “Restrikes” 


T he paragraphs i wrote 
about the late Bob Bashlow 
(December 1987, pp. 2550- 
56) brought fonh several letters from 
those who knew Bob personally or 
were familiar with his numismatic ac- 
tivities and products. In the latter cat- 
egory is David D. Gladfelter, who in- 
formed me: 

Although I never knew Bob Bash- 
low, I enjoyed reading your reminis- 
cences about him. His name first came 
to my attention in connection with 
the second restrike of the Confederate 
cents. 1 acquired a copper specimen 
in the mid- 1 970s from Ed Hipps, who 
apparently knew something about its 
origin. I now have a full set of Bash- 
low’s cent and half dollar restrikes. 


I was also unaware of the history 
of the Confederate cent dies that you 
describe. What 1 am aware of is set 



forth in the enclosed brochure, which 
states that the dies were used by the 
August C. Frank Company of Phila- 
delphia to produce the second re- 
strikes, then donated to the Smith- 
sonian Institution. The brochure does 
not mention Bashlow’s name. Did 
Frank handle the production of the 
pieces and Bashlow the marketing.? 


Any information you have would 
be appreciated and would add to my 
enjoyment of this interesting numis- 
matic set. 

You are correct when you say that 
the Confederate cent second restrikes 
are hard to find, even though they 
were produced in large numbers. The 
half dollar restrikes are even tougher, 
although supposedly produced in 
equal numbers . . . 

At this point, a commentary con- 
cerning the 1861 Confederate cent in 
general is appropriate. During its brief 
existence, the Confederate States of 
America was responsible for two coin- 
age issues. One was the half dollar, of 
which four originals were believed to 
have been produced in 1861 at the 
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New Orleans Mint, which by that time 
had passed into the hands of the Con- 
federacy. The other, and the one that 
concerns us here, is the 1861 cent. 

The cent issue was generally un- 
known to numismatists until specimens 
surfaced in the mid- 18 70s, and re- 
strikes were made from the original 
dies. Years later, in 1908, John W. 
Haseltine, a Philadelphia coin dealer, 
recorded his knowledge of the issue: 

I have been asked to say something 
about the so-called Confederate cent. 

A little circular issued by myself and 
Mr. Randall some years ago tells all 
the history of the striking of all these 
pieces, but I do not think it mentioned 
how I obtained the dies. One day I 
was told by a gentleman that a bar- 
tender in West Philadelphia had a 
Confederate cent. I doubted it. Mr. 

J. Colvin Randall (now deceased) was 


told the same. He conferred with me 
in reference to it. We decided that if 
either of us obtained it, we would 
share in any profit that would accrue 
from it. 

I saw the banender and purchased 
the coin from him. It was a |ccnt 
struck in] nickel and he said that he 
received it over the bar. I knew by the 
head on the obverse that it was Mr. 
Lovett’s work. 

I called on Mr. Lovett and he de- 
nied ever having made such dies. At 
numerous times 1 called to induce him 
to give me some information about 
them, but he always stuck to his story 
that he did not make them, until one 
day he pulled out a drawer in one of 
his cabinets and I beheld a line of lit- 
tle Confederate cents. He then owned 
up and told me that he had 1 1 of 
them but formerly there were 12, he 
having lost one. 

He said he received the order to 


make them for the Confederacy 
through a well-known jewelry firm in 
Philadelphia, but that his wife be- 
came timid about his delivering them 
for fear that the United States govern- 
ment would arrest him for giving 
assistance to the enemy, so he buried 
them in his cellar until long after the 
war was over, and even then he was 
afraid to show them. 

I purchased the dies from him, and, 
as you all probably know, did not 
strike any in nickel, considering them 
to a certain extent as originals, but we 
had three struck in gold and I believe 
five in silver and 5 5 in copper, the die 
breaking on the 55th piece, which is 
in existence, showing the break in 
the die. 

Early in 1861, before the division be- 
tween the North and the South was 
as hostile as it would become later, the 
Confederate States of America con- 
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tacted Bailey & Company, Philadel' 
phia jewelers, with regard to supply* 
ing 1-cent pieces for the South. Bailey 
commissioned Robert Lx)vett Jr., a die- 
sinker of that city, to prepare the 
pieces. Earlier, Lovett had produced a 
token or store card as an advertisement 
for his business, with the obverse de- 
picting an attractive bust of Liberty. 
This portrait was considered suitable 
for use on the Confederate cent and, 
ultimately, provided the link by which 
Haseltine believed that Lovett did the 
work. Lovett then struck a small num- 
ber of pieces, believed to have been 
12 in all. For over a decade the secret 
was kept, and numismatists were not 
aware of their existence. 

After Haseltine located the dies and 
a supply of original coins, he enlisted 
the help of J. Colvin Randall and Peter 
L. Krider, also of Philadelphia, to pro-

duce the restrikes. Randall was a well- 
known numismatist of his era, and 
Krider was a diesinker who at one time 
did some work for the Philadelphia 
Mint but was primarily engaged in his 
own business. They were careful not 
to produce any in the original metal, 
copper-nickel, thus preserving the in- 
tegrity of the 1 2 original pieces made 
in 1861 by Lovett. The restriking was 
described in an advertisement used to 
sell the subsequently produced coins: 

Philadelphia, April 2, 1874 
Having succeeded in discovering 
and purchasing the dies of the Con- 
federate cent, we, the undersigned, 
have concluded to strike for the bene- 
fit of colleaors a limited number, and 
in order to protect those gentlemen 
who had the [copper-nickel] pieces 
originally struck in 1861, we deter- 
mined to strike none in that metal. 
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Our intention was to strike 500 in 
copper, but after the 55th impression 
the collar burst and the dies were bad- 
ly broken. They are now in the pos- 
session of Mr. Haseltine and may be 
seen at any time at his store, No. 
1 343 Chestnut Street, Philadelphia. 

The history of this piece is probably 
known to most collectors, but for the 
information of those who are ignorant 
of the facts we will state that the dies 
were made by Mr. Lovett, of Phila- 
delphia, in 1861, who says that they 
were ordered in that year by the 
South, that he struck but twelve 
pieces, but probably thinking that he 
might have some difficulty in refer- 
ence to them (having made the dies 
for the South), he mentioned the 
matter to no one until a few months 
since, when he parted with 10 pieces, 
struck in [copper-nickel] which he 
stated were all that he had, having lost 
two pieces. One of the said two pieces 


was the means of the dies and pieces 
being traced. Although the Confed- 
eracy did not adopt this piece, it will 
always be considered interesting as 
the only coinage designed for said 
Confederacy . . . 

Four restrikes are believed to have 
been made in gold, 1 2 in silver and 5 5 
in copper. By April 2, 1874, the date 
of the preceding notice, 6 of the 10 
1861 Confederate States of America 
copper-nickel cents had been sold. In 
later years, the dies for the Confed- 
erate cent passed through a succession 
of owners, including Judson Brenner, 
John J. Ford Jr., myself and Bashlow. 

In the early 1960s, Bashlow deter- 
mined to make further cent restrikes 
using the original dies. However, it de- 
veloped that the original dies by that 
time were not suitable for funher re- 
striking because of the broken die, so 


copy dies were made. A brochure is- 
sued by Bashlow at the time and fur- 
nished to me by Gladfelter notes: 

The appearance of Second Confed- 
erate Restrikes would at any time be 
significant in numismatic circles. Dur- 
ing the current Civil War centennial 
years their appearance has a dramati- 
cally increased importance and interest 
especially to students of the War Be- 
tween the States. 

The piece was originally designed 
for the Confederacy by Robert Lovett 
of Philadelphia. Originals were struck 
by Lovett in 1 86 1 , but were never de- 
livered for approval because of Lov- 
ett’s fear of arrest. 

The only previous restrikes of the 
Lovett dies were made in 1874 by 
John W. Haseltine, who struck 74 
pieces. These pieces now sell for 
over $ 1 ,000. 

The second restrikes were faithful- 
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ly reproduced by August Frank & 
Company of Philadelphia. The origi- 
nal dies were unsuitable for striking, 
so their impression was carefully trans- 
ferred by extracting a hubb [sic] from 
which a working die was extracted. 
The results were satisfactory, giving 
an accurate impression of the coin, 
marred only by rust marks and cuts. 

The pieces were struck twice nor- 
mal thickness to avoid using illegal 
cent-sized planchets. All dies and 
hubbs [sic] have been presented to the 
Smithsonian Institution, and Mr. 
Frank has signed an affidavit that no 
more strikes would be made. 

To the foregoing was appended a list 
noting that 5,000 silver “second re- 
strikes’’ had been made and had a list 
price of $7.50 each; 20,000 bronze 
pieces were struck and offered for 
$2.50 each; and 5,000 goldine exam- 
ples were produced and priced at $4.50 


each. Following a brilliant advertising 
campaign in the pages of Coin World, 
Numismatic News and elsewhere, plus 
direa-mail solicitation, the Confederate 
cents were sold out. 

Despite the relatively large quantities 
minted of this second “restrike,” to- 
day the pieces are fairly scarce, as far 
as market appearances are concerned. 
Technically, they are not “restrikes” 
at all, as they were not made from the 
original dies. Rather, they are “copies,” 
although they are closely related to re- 
strikes as the copy dies were made by 
indirect transfer from the original dies. 
Because the pieces were struck in dou- 
ble thickness, and because the dies by 
the early 1960s were severely rusted 
and damaged, the Bashlow “restrikes” 
cannot be confused with the restrikes 
made in 1874 or Lovett’s 12 originals 
made in 1861. A schedule of prices for 


the 1861 originals and the 1874 re- 
strikes can be found on page 260 of 
the 1988 edition of A Guide Book of 
United States Coins (the Red Book). A 
minor correaion is in order, inasmuch 
as the Red Book lists originals in 
“proof” finish, whereas originals were 
business strikes and were “uncircu- 
lated” at the time of issue. On the 
other hand, for the 1874 restrikes, the 
dies were polished, and those indeed 
are proofs. 

John J. Ford Jr., who has studied 
Confederate coins closely, has in- 
formed me that all known copies of the 
originals are more or less the same and 
are what would be graded today as 
AU-55 to MS-60, pieces that never 
have been circulated but typically ex- 
hibit toning and lack most of their 
original luster. 

Bashlow also marketed what he 
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called a “restrike” of the 1861 Con- 
federate States of America half dollar, 
but this was simply an out-and-out 
copy, bearing no relation to the origi- 
nal dies. Although the story of the 
1861 Confederate States half dollar is 
quite interesting, rather than go into 
it here I simply refer readers to page 
260 of the current Red Book. 

Concerning the Bashlow efforts, his 
“restrike” was made by taking a coin 
(not a die) of the Confederate half 
dollar restrike type made by J.W. Scott 
in 1879, and, by transfer, creating a die 
from it. Of course, the same type of 
copy could be made by transferring the 
impression from any coin, token or 
medal. The half dollar produaion is 
even less a “restrike” than the cent, as 
it had nothing to do with an original 
die. The description in Bashlow’ s bro- 
chure was a bit ambiguous: 


To produce the restrikes [of the 1861 
Confederate half dollar] an early im- 
pression of the original die was used 
[apparendy “impression of the original 
die” refers to a coin] as a hub from 
which a working die was extracted. 
Although this hubbing operation was 
even more delicate than that required 
for the Confederate cents, the results 
fully justified the effort. A perfea im- 
pression of the original die resulted, 
complete to minute pitting and the 
famous die break opposite the R in 
AMERICA. Hand feeding of planchets 
resulted in strong striking superior in 
detail to the average first restrike [a 
reference to the 1879 Scott restrike] . 

A new “obverse” for the Confeder- 
ate reverse was made up which stated: 
CONFEDERATE RESTRIKES 1962 • 
AUGUST FRANK & COMPANY PHIL- 
ADELPHIA • 5,000 SILVER; 20,000 
BRONZE; 5,000 GOLDINE • ORIGI- 


NALS STRUCK 1861. 

Bashlow noted that Confederate half 
dollar “second restrikes” were pro- 
duced in precisely the same quantities 
and metals as the Confederate “second 
restrike” cent. However, such half dol- 
lars are rarely encountered today, even 
less frequently than the “second re- 
strike” cents, so it is doubtful if all were 
produced. Perhaps the mintage figures 
refer to “authorized” mintages rather 
than the number actually struck. •

T he mostnoteworthy nu- 
mismatic event of the past few 
months was the continuation 
of the Norweb Sale by Auctions by 
Bowers and Merena. The sale brought 
nearly $5 million, more than 60 per- 
cent more than the pre-sale estimate of 
$ 3 million. The strong collector inter- 
est in this sale, along with dealer in- 
terest in the abundance of “fresh” 
coins, made for a very spirited auction. 
Almost every area received consider- 
able attention — from copper to gold to 
type coins— highlighting the sentiment 
on the bourse floors of major conven- 
tions that the market bottom of a few 
months ago is behind us and that a 
mild bull market looms ahead.

platinum, $519.50; and palladium, 
$ 120.50. Analysts I contacted believe 
gold was beaten down too far by Cen- 
tral Banks in January and February, 
and that a mild rebound was immi- 
nent. Platinum, the biggest winner, 
was oversold, and when a predicted re- 


cession did not occur, investment de- 
mand roared back. Car sales did not 
decline as expected, thus the antici- 
pated drop in platinum demand for 
catalytic converters never materialized. 
Palladium did not fall as far as other 
metals over the winter, but it also has 
not risen as much, either. Analysts 
speculate that rumors of palladium 
hoarding by the Soviet Union could 
push the metal’s price to its previous 
ceiling of $ 1 50. 

U.S. Gold 

The Coin Dealer 'Newsletter (otherwise 
known as the “Greysheet”), edited by 
Dennis Baker, uses the catchwords 
“steady demand” to characterize the 
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current U.S. gold market. Many mar- 
ket makers are augmenting their gold 
inventories because of an increased de- 
mand, which they feel will continue. 
One major firm’s sales of U.S. numis- 
matic gold last month amounted to 
SlVi million. That figure in itself is im- 
pressive, but when compared to aver- 
age sales of S 300,000 a month for the 
previous quarter, this eightfold increase 
takes on greater significance. 

Certified Coins 

The first National Coin Certification 
and Investment Convention will be 
held on June 24-26, 1988, at the Ir- 
vine Hilton and Towers in Irvine, 
California, under the same roof as the 
160-table Newport Beach Coin Show. 
Representatives from several certifica- 
tion services, including ANACS, 
NGC, PCGS, NCI, INS and Accu- 


grade, are expected to attend. Daily 
seminars will be conducted, and some 
of the services will offer free grading. 

Type Coins 

Recent auctions and bourse floor ac- 
tivity underscore a resurgence in type 
coins. Even type copper and nickel 
pieces, which were “dead in the water’’ 
a few months ago, are being actively 
pursued for inventory by certain opti- 
mistic dealers. One dealer noted that 
it is a good time to use records of peak 
prices achieved by type coins in 1980 
as a guide for developing an accumula- 
tion strategy. Auction records and coin 
publications in the ANA library seem 
to be a logical starting point. 

U.S. Commemoratives 

The market for U.S. commemoratives 
seems once again to be leading the U.S. 


market in a turnaround. Numerous 
“plus’’ signs have appeared on guide- 
sheets, and coins graded MS-65 and 
higher are hotly contested. 

Foreign Numismatics 

In a break from the serious, I would 
like to relate a numismatic tale. Last 
week, a gentleman called me with a 
complaint about the 1987 5-ounce 
gold Pandas some companies were sell- 
ing. He believed he was ordering gem- 
quality proof coins, yet, plain as day, 
at 3 o’clock on the obverse he saw 
the letters “Au.” He knew the British 
Royal Mint noted their uncirculated 
coins with a “U’’ and their proofs with 
a “P,” and he did not want an “About 
Uncirculated’’ coin. It took me a few 
minutes to convince him that “Au’’ is 
the chemical symbol for gold and did 
not designate tbe coin’s grade. •

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“Come Up and See Me Sometime” 


S HE WAS THE parody of the 
femme fatale of pre-World War 
II America. Too blowzy to be 
called blonde, too hefty to be consid- 
ered svelte, and so buxom that seamen 
named their inflatable life jackets after 
her, Mae West still was the sex sym- 
bol of the ’30s. She was the first to do 
the shimmy on stage; her one-liners 
became folkloric. “Come up and see 
me sometime,’’ she used to say, and 
every vamp echoed it. 

By the mid-’ 30s, her movies earned 
West the paycheck of the highest-paid 
woman in America; the public loved 
her films, and the press reveled in her 
witticisms. Few of her caustic com- 
ments escaped reporters’ note; she even 
made the pages of The Numismatist. 

Coffee, toast and the morning news- 
paper was the breakfast ritual in the 
home of ANA District Secretary 
Charles F. O’Malley of Rahway, New 
Jersey. He would scan the paper, then 
clip and forward any item of numis- 
matic interest to his friend, Frank G. 
Duffield, business manager and editor 
of The Numismatist. Friday, September 
28, 1934, was no exception to his 
routine. The following news brief 
caught his eye: 

Mae West has wired Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau at Washington, 
asking him to help her to find some 
young descendant of the American In- 
dian who posed for the original on 
our buffalo nickel. 

She wants to have the handsomest 
descendant of this handsome brave 
appear with her in the early sequences 
of her next film, Now Tm a Lady, in 
which Mae plays a cowgirl on a 
ranch near an Indian reservation. 
Mae was informed the Indian she 
sought probably would turn up on 
a Montana reservation, so she asked 


the studio traffic manager to find out 
cost and time required to make 
the trip there. 



“I want to see my Indian in person,” 
she smiled, “and see if we would go 
all right together in my piaure.” In 
subsequent sequences of her story, 
Mae, the cowgirl, is transplanted to 
Newport society and then to England. 
Her studio tries to give her anything 
she wants, and if she wants Sopwith’s 
yacht Endeavour to carry her from 
Newport to London, a Paramount 
henchman probably will be in Rhode 
Island pricing the America’s Cup chal- 
lenger tomorrow morning. 

The imaginative distria secretary im- 
mediately clipped the story and sent it 
to Duffield. Not one to miss a chance 
to expound on numismatic history, 
O’Malley also penned a letter to Mae 
West, informing her that sculptor 
James Earle Fraser used not one, but 
two different Indians to produce a 
composite ponrait. The ANA district 
secretary magnanimously suggested 
that West rewrite the script to substi- 
tute a 260-pound Irishman (named 
O’Malley) for the part. 


The star’s reply held true to form. 
“Dear Mr. O’Malley: Yours is a good 
idea— pure and simple. Well, any- 
way, simple.’’ 

Perhaps her screenwriters should 
have paid heed to O’Malley’s offer. 
The star did go on to make her movie, 
but the title was changed to Coin ’ to 
Town, and instead of a cowgirl. West 
played the role of Cleo Borden, a cat- 
tle baroness. 

Mae West never found her descend- 
ant of the Indian on the Buffalo nickel, 
although she kept the part in her film. 
Joe Frye played the role of Laughing 
Eagle. As for Charles F. O’Malley, the 
erstwhile ANA distria secretary, there 
was no part in it for him at all. It was 
just as well, for critics panned the film, 
pointing out that “not everything Mae 
West did was perfection, and Coin' to 
Town was proof of that pudding.’’ •

Augustus, Roman emperor from 31 B.C. to A.D. 14, ordered the census which took Joseph and Mary 
to Bethlehem. Obv: Augustus; Rev: his grandsons, Caius and Lucius. Very Fine, $139; Extra Fine $275. 

Bronze lepton of Herod the Great, King of Judaea 37 to 4 B.C., puppet king and friend of Augustus, 
ordered the Massacre of the Innocents after hearing of the birth of Christ. Obv: anchor; Rev: double cor- 
nucopiae. Good-Very Good, $24; Fine, $59. 

Bronze lepton of Archelaus, son of Herod and designated "'ethnarch" of Judaea by Augustus because 
of Jews clamoring for the end of misrule by the Herodian dynasty.

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“Bait and Switch” Still Catches Unwary Buyers 


O VERGRADED COINS ARE not 
the only stumbling block to 
successful investing— obstacles 
such as overpricing and subterfuge also 
can thwan plans for profits. Yet, the 
overstating of a coin’s condition re- 
mains today’s most prevalent danger to 
the novice investor.

As director of ANA Mediation Serv- 
ices, I guess I have seen just about 
every kind of complaint, from those 
lodged against dishonest coin dealers 
to one against a cheating husband 
whose wife said he was not worthy 
of ANA membership. 

A recent complaint, however, in- 


volved a situation not often seen to- 
day. It was the classic “bait and 
switch” operation that has been used 



successfully with all kinds of merchan- 
dise. The use of this technique with 
coins did not surprise me, but I have 
not seen it for many years, and it made 
me reflect on a time, some 30 or more 
years ago, when incorrectly attributed 


or substituted coins were a more prev- 
alent problem than overgrading. 

The reason for this shift in deceptive 
practices is that in earlier times un- 
suspecting buyers easily could be sold 
improperly classified coins because few 
resource books were readily available 
for verification and so little factual in- 
formation on relative rarity and value 
existed. A common-date coin substi- 
tuted for an advertised rare-date speci- 
men could go unnoticed if the buyer 
had no clear way of knowing, for in- 
stance, which English gold pieces were 
rarer than others. 

Also remember that back in those 
days an “uncirculated” coin might 
have ranged from today’s AU-58 to

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MS-64 but was priced about the same, 
regardless of condition. It was more 
profitable to cheat in other ways when 
grade difference or quest for perfeaion 
was of little concern or value. 

The “bait and switch” game em- 
ployed in this recent complaint was 
rather simple and probably done with- 
out much thought of past or future 
trends. Potential investors were offered 
rare Morgan dollars at prices that were 
modest compared to normal values. All 
of the rare dates were listed as possibly 
being available (including 1895!). Un- 
fortunately, the only pieces still avail- 
able to those who took advantage of 
the offer were very common dates at 
very inflated prices. 

Now, with collectors relaxing their 
interest in paying runaway prices for 
coins in super condition, we may have 


to watch for new schemes to over- 
charge for common coins. Keep this in 
mind the next time you find an offer 
that seems just too good to be true. 

File #176 

The following letter from a reader of- 
fers comments typical of dozens of col- 
lectors who are incensed about decep- 
tive advertising and who are making 
their feelings known to publications 
carrying such advenising. The letter is 
self-explanatory and, in fact, quite mild 
considering some of the prices that 
were quoted in the ads for these “in- 
vestment” coins: 

“Enclosed are a couple recent ads. 
The ad for the 8 R’s [Mexican silver 
8 reales] appeared in our local paper. 
There is no indication of the condi- 
tion of the coins offered. As a matter 


of possible interest, I can buy ‘Good 
or Better’ pre-1822 8 R’s for $22 
to $24 per coin without much trou- 
ble. I bought a few at the recent Long 
Beach show. 

“Another ad really makes my blood 
boil. Asking $65 for common-date 
Roosevelt dimes with PCGS-65 papers 
is insane. Any bank-wrapped BU roll 
of dimes is going to have some that are 
gems. (By gems, I mean flawless.) 
Dime rolls as a rule come nice, unless 
[they are] dipped or weakly struck. 

“Collectors with any knowledge at 
all know not to buy coins overpriced 
by a factor of 30 times or so. The ad 
for 8 R’s is a different story, aimed at 
people with a marginal interest in 
coins. The [firm that] runs that ad will 
be long gone before most people realize 
they’ve been ‘had.’ ” •

Invaluable Memoir 
Rediscovered 

San Francisco was just beginning to 
stir on the soft spring morning of 
Wednesday, April 18, 1906, when 
suddenly the earth literally buckled 
under the city. As shocked San Fran- 
ciscans poured out into the streets, psLv- 
ings gaped open, buildings collapsed in- 
to rubble, water mains snapped, and 
one of recorded history’s most devas- 
tating fires swept the stricken city. The 
great San Francisco earthquake caused 
nearly 500 deaths and laid waste to 
more than four square miles in the 
center of the city, resulting in proper- 
ty damage of some S 500,000,000. 

One of the most dramatic eye-wit- 
ness accounts of the earthquake and its 
aftermath has surfaced in the form of 


an excellent book entitled Recollections 
of a Mint Director by Frank A. Leach 
(ANA Library Catalog No. GA80 L4). 
The volume aaually is an excerpt from 
Leach’s Recolkaions of a Newspaperman, 
published in 1917 (Leach founded the 
Oakland Evening Enquirer). Q. David 
Bowers, after discovering unique merit 
in the numismatic seaions of the book, 
re-published those chapters under the 
new title. 

Leach, who was superintendent of 
the San Francisco Mint from 1897 to 
1907, rallied his workers together on 
that fateful April 18 and, with the as- 
sistance of firemen, soldiers and police- 
men, saved the Mint structure, located 
at Fifth and Mission Streets in the heart 
of town, from total destruction. 

Although most of the Mint’s win- 
dows were blown out and there was 
some damage to its roof, the building

survived virtually intact. Minting op- 
erations had to be suspended for a 
time because of the incapacity of the 
city gas works (gas supplies were nec- 
essary for melting, annealing and as- 
saying operations). 

Since all the major banks in San 
Francisco were destroyed, the Mint

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became the only financial institution 
able to condua business in the city and 
the operating agency through which all 
remittances and disbursements were 
made. Moreover, the Mint became the 
depository and treasury for the earth- 
quake relief fund under the direction 
of Superintendent Leach. 

Numerous persons rendered home- 
less by the calamity were housed tem- 
porarily within the Mint compound. 
Most of the restaurants in down- 
town San Francisco were wrecked, but 
the cafeteria at the Mint remained 
open and it was utilized to help feed 
the hungry. For his many actions 
above and beyond the call of duty, 
Leach was given a Treasury Depart- 
ment commendation. 

In July 1907, President Theodore 
Roosevelt named Leach director of 
the U.S. Mint, a post Leach assumed 


in September of that year. Based in 
Washington, D.C., Leach supervised 
the operations of not only the Phila- 
delphia Mint, but also the three branch 
Mints at San Francisco, New Orleans 
and Denver, as well as the nine gov- 
ernment assay offices scattered across 
the country. 

Leach became Mint director in a 
milestone year in the history of U.S. 
numismatics, since it was in 1 907 that 
America saw produaion of the popular 
Saint-Gaudens $ 1 0 gold piece and the 
$20 double eagle. He makes discern- 
ing comments about sculptor Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens and President Theodore 
Roosevelt, who urged Saint-Gaudens 
to design coins that he felt would equal 
or surpass the best efforts of the Greek 
moneyers. Leach says of Roosevelt: “I 
was frequently surprised with exhibi- 
tions of his wonderful memory as 


shown in his dealings with details of 
affairs and his knowledge of the char- 
acter and capacity of men. His capac- 
ity for work was tremendous.” 

In his foreword Bowers describes 
part of the value of the book. ‘‘A 
behind-the-scenes account of the crea- 
tion of the famous MCMVII coinage 
furnishes what is the most complete 
contemporary record available today of 
the production of what many have 
described as America’s most artistic 
coin design.” I also must emphasize 
that Leach is an excellent writer.

F. Monon “Mort” Reed, numismatic 
illustrator, author and collector, died 
on March 19 in Wooster, Ohio. He 
was 75 years old. 

Born in Chicago, Reed was a lifelong 
resident of Wooster. He attended The 
Commercial Art Academy of Cincin- 
nati and later served in the U.S. Navy 
in the Pacific and China. He was 
employed as an industrial designer 
with Gerstenslager Company where 
his designs resulted in bookmobiles and 
rescue units in use today.

gravity method of determining an ob- 
ject’s composition and the scales used 
in the process. He also worked with 


U.S. Senator Hartke to develop paper 
money with Braille, which resulted in 
Senate Bill S-273 3, December 29, 
1973. He was appointed by President 
Gerald Ford to the U.S. Assay Com- 
mission in 1975. 

Reed served as ANA governor from 
1975 through 1979. He was chairman 
of the National Coin Week Commit- 
tee and the Awards Committee, and 
at the ana’s anniversary convention 
in 1970 he instructed collectors and 
dealers in the use of specific-gravity 
analysis for detection of counterfeit 
coins. He received his 25-year mem- 
bership award in 1978. 

Reed is survived by his wife, Betty; 
a daughter, Safrona Gulley of Lake- 
ville, Ohio; a brother, Russell of Woos- 
ter; a sister, Peggy Lower of Millers- 
burg, Ohio; one granddaughter; and 
nieces and nephews. •

S ometimes overlooked in 
the scramble to buy and sell rare 
coins are the rare books of our 
hobby, such as early editions of the 
standard reference on U.S. coinage, A 
Guide Book of United States Coins. A first 
edition of the “Red Book’’ in fine con- 
dition recently sold for S 2 00 in an auc- 
tion conduaed by book dealer Cal 
Wilson of Fremont, California. Its pre- 
sale estimate was $150. A few items 
in Wilson’s mail-bid sale brought more 
than $1,000 each. 

Another prominent bibliophile, 
George Frederick Kolbe of Crestline, 
California, also reports continuing keen 
interest by serious colleaors who want 
books, early auction catalogs, peri- 
odicals and other written records of 
numismatics. It is an optimistic sign 
for the hobby, but watch out. One 
of these days some hotshot promoter 
may start a mass-merchandising cam- 
paign, urging us to “buy the coin 
before the book”

busiest coin-op in the world,’’ handed 
out 47,000 quarters so that customers 
could wash their clothing. For one 
week he permitted free washing and 
drying— a total of 1 1,788 loads, or 59 
tons of dirty garments. After the stunt, 
Assalone said, “South Attleboro is the 
cleanest area in the United States.’’ 


Arnold Margolis, whose last in- 
stallment in a series of three articles 
about error coins appears in this issue, 
is a retired employee of NBC. One of 
the most unusual “error’’ items of the 
past decade was reported by Arnie 
back in 1980; it involved NBC, not 
coins. The network was scheduled to 
broadcast the 1980 Summer Olym- 
pic games in Moscow, but President 
Caner abruptly ordered a halt to U.S. 
participation to protest Russia’s mil- 
itary moves in Afghanistan. When 
the American athletes stayed home, so 
did Arnie and his colleagues. 

However, many NBC employees al- 
ready had been issued Olympic-related 
items, including luggage tags with the 
logos of both the network and the 
Moscow Olympics. Some of these sou- 
venir items failed to return to 30 
Rockefeller Plaza, despite the com- 
pany’s “recall.” 


In THE “WRITE stuff’ department, a 
clerk at the Standard Chartered Bank 
in Manama, Bahrain, has been sen- 
tenced to three years in jail for steal- 
ing $75,000. She was convicted of 
illegally taking money from bank ac- 
counts by dipping her big toe in ink 
and then carefully stepping on savings 
withdrawal forms to forge the thumb- 
prints of illiterate savers who could not 
write their own names. •
